Voted,  to  appoint  HOLLIS  WEBSTER,  A.B.,  Instructor  in  Botany  for  the  year  1884-85.

Voted,  to  appoint  OTIS  KIMBALL  NEWELL,  M.D.,  Assistant  in  Anatomy  for  the  year  1884-85. 

Voted,  to  appoint  as  Proctors  NATHAN  FREDERIC  MERRILL,  Ph.D. ;  SAMUEL  ATKINS  ELIOT,  A.B. 

Voted,  to  appoint  SAMUEL  ATKINS  ELIOT,  A.B.,  President's  Secretary  for  the  year  1884-85. 

MEETING  OF  OCTOBER  20,  1884.  —  Voted,  to  assign  as  a  position  for  a  bust  of  the  late  Colonel  CHARLES 
RUSSELL  LOWELL,  the  niche  at  the  west  end  of  Memorial  Hall  opposite  to  that  now  used  for  the  bust  of 
General  BARTLETT. 

Voted,  that  the  additional  gift  of  $200  from  EDWARD  RUSSELL,  Esq.,  be  gratefully  accepted,  and  that 
it  be  credited  to  the  Edward  Russell  Scholarship  Fund. 

The  Treasurer  reported  that  the  sum  of  $4,800  had  been  expended  for  a  new  greenhouse  at  the  Botanic 
Garden,  and  that  gifts  therefor  had  been  received  as  follows  :  —  from  H.  H.  HUNNEWELL,  Esq.,  $1,600; 
FREDERICK  L.  AMES,  Esq.,  $1,000;  B.  P.  CHENEY,  Esq.,  $1,600;  and  it  was 

Voted,  that  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  make  due  acknowledgment  on  behalf  of  the  President  and 
Fellows  for  these  generous  gifts. 

Voted,  to  appoint  NATHANIEL  THAYER  KIDDER  Instructor  in  Botany  for  the  current  academic  year. 

Voted,  to  appoint  JOHN  WESLEY  HOUSTON,  A.B.,  Proctor. 

MEETING  OF  OCTOBER  24,  1884.  —  The  Treasurer  reported  that  he  had  received  the  sum  of  $6,000  on 
account  of  a  bequest  from  the  late  Mrs.  MARY  W.  SWETT,  "  for  the  use  of  the  Medical  Department"; 
and  it  was 

Voted,  that  this  sum  be  gratefully  accepted,  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  make  due 
acknowledgment  therefor  to  the  Executors  of  Mrs.  SWETT'S  will. 

Voted,  that  the  appointment  of  ROBERT  HENRI  HARRISON,  D.V.S.,  as  Instructor  in  Anatomy  and 
Assistant  Surgeon  in  the  Veterinary  Hospital  be  made  for  three  years  from  Sept.  1,  1884,  instead  of  one 
year  as  previously  voted. 

Voted,  to  appoint  BENJAMIN  OSGOOD  PEIRCE,  Ph.D.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Physics 
for  five  years  from  Sept.  1,  1884. 

The  resignation  of  JOSEPH  HENRY  BEALE,  A.B.,  as  Proctor,  was  accepted. 

Voted,  to  appoint  GEORGE  WILLIAM  BROWN,  A.B.,  as  Proctor. 

Voted,  on  recommendation  of  the  College  Faculty  to  appoint  ROLAND  THAXTER,  A.B.  (1882),  to  the 
Harris  Fellowship  for  the  current  academic  year. 
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Voted,  to  appoint  JAMES  GRAY  LATHROP  as  assistant  in  the  department  of  Physical  Training  for  the 
current  academic  year. 

Voted,  that  Mr.  AGASSIZ'S  resignation  be  accepted  in  accordance  with  his  wishes. 

Voted,  that  the  President  and  Fellows  deeply  regret  the  withdrawal  of  Mr.  AGASSIZ  from  the  Board. 

That  the  wide  range  of  his  sympathies  and  interests,  the  confidence  and  affection  which  he  inspired, 
and  the  varied  information  which  he  possessed  both  as  a  man  of  business  and  as  a  man  of  science,  made 
his  services  as  a  Fellow  of  singular  value  to  the  University. 

That  his  great  gifts  within  the  past  thirteen  years  to  the  Scientific  departments  and  especially  to  the 
Museum  of  Comparative  Zoology,  which  amount  to  more  than  half  a  million  of  dollars,  make  him  one  o  f 
the  chief  benefactors  of  the  University,  and  entitle  him  to  its  profound  gratitude. 

Voted,  that  the  President  be  requested  to  communicate  to  the  Board  of  Overseers  at  their  special 
meeting  of  November  6,  1884,  the  resignation  of  ALEXANDER  AGASSIZ  as  a  Fellow  of  thU  Corporation, 
and  to  ask  that  the  President  and  Fellows  may  have  the  consent  of  the  Overseers  to  proceed  to  the 
election  of  a  Fellow  in  his  place. 

MKETING  OF  NOVEMBER  5,  1884.  —  Voted  to  appoint  WILLIAM  BENJAMIN  GOLDSMITH,  M.D.,  Clini- 
cal Instructor  in  Mental  Diseases  for  the  year  1884-85. 

Voted,  to  appoint  Professor  CRAWFORD  H.  TOY  to  be  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Library  in  place 
of  Professor  EZRA  ABBOT,  deceased. 

The  following  letter  was  read  :  — 

"  To  THE  PRESIDENT  AND  FELLOWS  OF  HARVARD  COLLEGE  :'— 

"Dear  Sirs,  —  The  library  of  my  husband,  Professor  EZRA  ABBOT,  was. bequeathed  to  me  by  his  will.  I  now  desire  to 
offer  tins  collection,  with  the  exception  of  such  books  as  I  shall  reserve  for  my  own  use,  to  the  Library  of  the  Divinity  School 
of  Harvard  University  as  a  memorial  of  his  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  School.  1  do  not  feel  disposed  to  attach  any 
fixed  conditions  to  this  gift;  but  I  should  be  glad  to  be  assured  of  two  things :  First,  that  the  collection  shall  be  kept,  under 
the  title  of  the  Ezra  Abbot  Library,  so  far  intact  as  Is  consistent  with  its  usefulness.  Second,  that  there  shall  be  secured,  as 
soon  as  possible,  for  this  collection  and  for  the  rest  of  the  Divinity  School  Library,  a  more  adequate  and  safe  place  of  keeping.

And  it  was  therefore 

Voted,  that  Mrs.  ABBOT'S  offer  be  gratefully  accepted,  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  send  t  o 
her  the  thanks  of  the  President  and  Fellows  therefor,  with  the  assurance  that  the  Library  shall  be  kept 
intact  so  far  as  may  be  consistent  with  its  usefulness.  The  Treasurer  was  requested  also  to  say  that 
while  the  President  and  Fellows  earnestly  wish  for  a  safer  place  of  deposit  for  the  Library  of  the  Divinity 
School,  they  do  not  now  see  the  means  to  obtain  one. 

The  consent  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  having  been  obtained,  —  Voted,  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a 
Fellow  of  the  Corporation  in  place  of  ALEXANDER  AGASSIZ,  resigned ;  whereupon  a  ballot  being  had  it 
appeared  that  EPHRAIM  WHITMAN  GURNEY  was  chosen. 

Voted,  to  communicate  this  election  to  the  Board  of  Overseers  that  they  may  consent  thereto  if  they 
eee  fit. 

MEETING  OF  NOVEMBER  24,  1884.  —  The  Treasurer  reported  that  he  had  received  the  sum  of 
$20,000,  bequeathed  for  the  Medical  School  by  the  late  SAMUEL  W.  SWETT,  and  it  was 

Voted,  to  establish  the  Samuel  W.  Swett  Fund,  of  which  the  income  shall  be  credited  to  the  Medical 
School ;  also 

Voted,  to  establish  from  the  bequest  of  Mrs.  MARY  W.  SWETT  the  Mary  W.  Sweti  Fund,  of  which 
the  income  shall  be  credited  to  the  Medical  School. 

The  Treasurer  reported  that  he  had  received  from  EDWARD  AUSTIN,  Esq.,  the  additional  sum  of 
$3,000  to  improve  the  appearance  of  Austin  Hall,  that  being  the  amount  which  the  President  and  Fellows 
have  charged  to  Austin  Hall  and  credited  to  the  Houses  and  Lands  account  as  of  Sept.  1,  1884,  as  com- 
pensation for  the  destruction  of  the  Holmes  House. 

Voted,  that  the  thanks  of  the  President  and  Fellows  be  sent  to  Mr.  AUSTIN  for  his  additional  gift. 
The  President  appointed  Judge  ENDICOTT  and  Professor  GURNEY  as  the  Committee  of  the  Corporation 
to  make  the  annual  examination  of  the  Treasurer's  accounts. 

Voted,  to  appoint  EDWARD  CUMMIXGS,  A.B.,  Proctor. 

Voted,  to  appoint  EDWARD  CUMMINGS,  A.B.,  Assistant  in  Elocution. 

Voted,  to  appoint  WILLIAM  C.  LANE  Assistant  in  charge  of  the  catalogues  at  the  Library;  and  WIL- 
LIAM II.  TILLINGHAST,  Assistant  in  charge  of  the  ordering  department  at  the  Library. 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  College  Faculty :  "  At  the  meeting  of  the 
Faculty  Nov.  18,  1884,  it  was  voted,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Faculty  the  best  interest*  of  the  College 
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would  be  promoted  by  the  abrogation  of  the  second  and  third  paragraphs  of  section  14  of  the  Statutes  of 
the  University ;  and  that  this  vote  be  communicated  to  the  President  and  Fellows  " ;  and  it  was 

Voted,  that  this  communication  from  the  College  Faculty  be  laid  upon  the  table  for  future  consideration. 

MEETING  OF  DECEMBER  8,  1884.  —  The  Treasurer  reported  that  DAVID  PULSIFER  KIMBALL,  Esq.,  of 
the  Class  of  1856,  had  given  to  the  College  ten  bonds  of  the  Fremont,  Elkhorn  and  Missouri  Valley 
Railroad  Co.  (consolidated  mortg.  6s  of  1933,  Nos.  3440  to  3449  inclusive)  of  $1,000  each,  for  the 
establishment  of  two  or  more  scholarships  to  be  known  as  the  "  Scholarships  of  the  Class  of  1856,"  the 
income  to  be  used  "  in  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty  to  aid  two  or  more  undergraduates  needing  pecuniary 
assi  stance  in  obtaining  an  education  at  Harvard  College  " ;  and  if  not  so  used  in  any  one  year  to  be 
added  to  the  principal.  Whereupon  it  was 

Voted,  that  the  generous  gift  of  DAVID  P.  KIMBALL,  Esq.,  be  gratefully  accepted,  and  that  the  thanks 
of  the  President  and  Fellows  therefor  be  sent  to  him,  with  the  assurance  that  the  bonds  will  be  held  as 
a  special  investment,  and  that  they  will  not  be  sold  during  his  life  without  his  consent. 

Voted,  to  establish  two  scholarships  of  the  Class  of  1856,  with  an  income  of  $300  each,  one  to  be 
assigned  during  the  current  academic  year,  and  two  annually  thereafter. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Pharmacy,  suggesting  that  its 
School  of  Pharmacy  might  be  conducted  by  the  University  if  proper  arrangements  could  be  made  there" 
for ;  and  it  was 

Voted,  to  refer  the  subject  to  the  Faculty  of  the  Medical  School  for  its  advice. 

MEETING  OF  DECEMBER  15,  1884.  —  The  Treasurer  submitted  a  copy  of  the  will  of  the  late 
P.  P.  F.  DEGRAND,  and  stated  that  the  present  value  of  the  trust  fund  created  by  said  will  appears  to 
be  about  $170,000,  from  the  income  of  which  annuities  amounting  to  about  $3,000  a  year  are  now 
payable.  After  the  decease  of  all  annuitants  the  College  is  to  receive  for  a  fund  for  French  books  three 
twelfths  of  the  principal  of  the  trust  fund,  nine  other  corporations  receiving  one  twelfth  each. 

MEETING  OF  DECEMBER  22,  1884. — The  Treasurer  reported  that  he  had  received  from  the  Massa- 
chusetts Society  for  Promoting  Agriculture  $1,000  for  the  salary  of  Dr.  SERENO  WATSON  at  the 
Herbarium Jbr  the  last  academic  year ;  and  it  was 

Voted,  that  this  gift  be  gratefully  accepted,  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  make  suitable 
acknowledgment  therefor. 

The  communication  received  from  the  College  Faculty,  on  November  24,  relating  to  Sundays,  was 
taken  up,  and  it  was 

Voted,  to  repeal  the  second  and  third  paragraphs  of  the  Statute  of  the  University  numbered  14. 

Voted,  to  communicate  the  above  vote  to  the  Board  of  Overseers  that  they  may  concur  with  the 
President  and  Fellows  if  they  see  fit  in  this  alteration  of  a  Statute  of  the  University. 
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MEETING  OF  OCTOBER  8,  1884.  —  The  Committee  on  Languages  presented  a  report.  The  Board  con- 
curred with  the  President  and  Fellows  in  several  appointments. 

Voted,  That  the  subject  of  instruction  in  written  English  be  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  to  report 
thereon ;  and  Messrs.  STOREY,  J.  T.  MORSE,  and  LODGE,  were  appointed  on  that  Committee. 

SPECIAL  MEETING,  NOVEMBER  5,  1884.  Various  appointments  of  the  Corporation  were  confirmed. 
The  reports  of  the  Committees  on  Government  and  on  the  Divinity  School  were  presented.  The  Visiting 
Committees  for  the  year  1884-85  were  appointed.  [They  are  given  in  the  Annual  Catalogue,  p.  267.] 

ADJOURNED  MEETING,  NOVEMBER  14,  1884.  —  Various  appointments  of  the  Corporation  were  con- 
firmed, including  that  of  EPHRAIM  WHITMAN  GURNEY  as  a  Fellow  of  the  Corporation  in  place  of  ALEX- 
ANDER AGASSIZ,  resigned.  The  reports  of  the  Committees  on  the  Museum  of  Comparative  Zoology, 
the  Lawrence  Scientific  School,  the  Peabody  Museum  of  American  Archaeology  and  Ethnology,  on 
the  Bussey  Institution,  and  on  the  Medical  and  Dental  Schools,  were  presented.

CLASSIFICATIONS  OF  THE  BULLETIN.  Beginning  with 
number  18  of  the  Bulletin,  library  accessions  have  been 
classed  under  separate  heads,  for  greater  convenience  to 
those  following  special  studies.  As  the  headings  are  brief, 
some  of  the  subjects  which  fall  under  each  (other  than  those 
which  are  perfectly  apparent)  are  here  indicated. 

Works  of  a  (1)  General  and  miscellaneous  nature  come 
first,  including  bibliography,  library  economy  and  history, 
and  works  on  books  and  reading.  This  heading  is  followed 
by  (2)  Theology  and  philosophy,  under  which  are  placed 
both  general  and  physiological  psychology,  ecclesiastical 
'and  biblical  subjects,  ethics  and  ethnic  religions.  (3)  Science 
embraces  medicine,  veterinary  science,  pseudo-science,  and 
magic.  (4)  Useful  arts  includes  all  forms  of  industrial 
science,  manufactures  and  handicrafts,  the  combative  arts, 
agriculture,  landscape-gardening,  building  (but  not  archi- 
tecture), navigation,  and  aeronautics.  (5)  fine  arts  em- 
braces music,  the  archaeology  of  art  and  numismatics. 
(  6)  Antiquities  (including  folk-lore)  takes  other  depart- 


ments of  archaeology ;  popular  ballads  and  tales,  as  well  as 
mediaeval  romances,  find  their  place  here,  while  ballads  not 
of  popular  origin  appear  under  the  final  head ;  here  too 
are  placed  anthropology  and  ethnology.  The  scope  of  (7) 
History  and  geography  (including  politics  and  general 
biography)  is  sufficiently  indicated  by  its  title,  but  it  should 
be  explained  that  biographies  of  artists  should  be  looked 
for  under  Fine  arts,  of  astronomers  under  Science,  etc. ; 
genealogies  and  heraldry  fall  here,  as  well  as  legislation 
and  constitutional  and  international  law.  Under  (8)  Law 
and  sociology  appear  statistics,  commerce,  finance,  political 
economy,  jurisprudence,  reforms,  charities,  education,  pub- 
lic morality  and  hygiene,  and  public  works,  together  with 
manners  and  customs,  sports  and  games.  (9)  Philology 
embraces  all  departments,  not  only  of  language,  but  also 
of  classical  and  oriental  studies,  excepting  such  as  more 
properly  fall  under  the  second  and  sixth  heads.  Palaeo- 
graphy also  is  placed  under  this  heading.  Finally,  (10) 
Literature  includes  elocution  and  rhetoric.

The  map  is  endorsed 
Terre  de  Bacalos.  The  source  of  the  delineation 
south  of  Cape  Breton  is  Spanish,  and  it  shows  nt> 
trace  of  Verrazano.  Kohl  thinks  that,  for  the  region 
north  of  Cape  Breton,  the  map  is  based  on  the  maps 
of  Alfonse  and  Cartier.  He  remark*  on  the  half 
Portuguese  name  of  the  St.  Lawrence,  —  Rio  do 
Canada.

Part  of  a  mappemonde  which  was  communi- 
cated to  Kohl  by  Jomard,  and  -thought,  as  Kohl  says, 
by  the  latter  to  have  been  made  by  order  of  Henri  II.

Voted,  that  the  petitioners  be  informed  that  the  President  and  Fellows  are  not  willing  to  grant  their 
petition. 
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Voted,  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Professor  of  Philosophy,  whereupon  ballots  being  given  in  it 
appeared  that  WILLIAM  JAMES,  M.D.,  was  elected. 

Voted,  that  the  special  fees  in  the  Course  of  Physics  2  for  the  current  year  be  used  for  improving  the 
apparatus  for  that  course. 

MEETING  OF  MARCH  9,  1885.  —  The  Treasurer  reported  that  he  had  received  from  the  Massachusetts 
Society  for  Promoting  Agriculture,  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  salary  of  Mr.  SERENO  WATSON  for  the 
year  ending  August  31,  1885  ;  and  it  was 

Voted,  that  the  gift  be  gratefully  accepted  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  send  the  thanks  of 
the  President  and  Fellows  therefor  to  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  Promoting  Agriculture. 

MEETING  OF  MARCH  30,  1885.  —  ••  Voted,  that  the  additional  gift  of  $150  from  ROBERT  N.  TOPPAN, 
Esq.,  for  a  prize  in  Political  Science,  to  be  awarded  in  1885-86  be  gratefully  accepted,  and  that  the 
Treasurer  be  requested  to  make  suitable  acknowledgment  therefor. 

The  Treasurer  reported  that  he  had  received  $500  from  the  Executor  of  the  estate  of  ALMIRA  JARVIS, 
that  sum  having  been  bequeathed  by  her  to  the  College  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  her  husband,  the  late 
EDWARD  JARVIS,  as  expressed  in  his  will  by  the  following  provision  which  was  to  take  effect  only  in  case 
he  should  survive  his  wife,  — 

"  4.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  Harvard  College  in  Cambridge,  Mass.,  my  beloved  Alma  Mater,  five  hundred  dollars,  the 
interest  of  which  is  to  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  Library;  and  also  my  German  atlas." 

Voted,  to  appropriate  $125  for  music  on  Class  Day,  the  same  to  be  paid  to  the  Class  Day  Committee. 

Voted,  to  grant  the  use  of  Sanders  Theatre  for  Memorial  Day,  May  30,  1885,  to  the  Grand  Army  Post 
56,  for  its  memorial  services,  upon  the  same  conditions  as  last  year. 

A  petition  was  received  from  the  College  Society  of  Christian  Brethren  asking  for  an  additional  room 
for  daily  use,  and  it  was 

Voted,  that  the  use  of  some  College  lecture  room  be  granted  for  the  meetings  of  the  Society,  but  that 
no  additional  room  can  be  given  for  daily  use  of  the  members. 

Voted,  to  appoint  FRANK  GATLORD  COOK,  A.B.,  Proctor. 

Voted,  to  appoint  JOSIAH  ROYCE,  Ph.D.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Philosophy  for  five  years  from  Sep- 
tember 1,  1885. 

The  President  and  Fellows  desire  to  express  their  deep  regret  at  the  death  of  HENRY  LAWRENCE 
EUSTIS,  A.M.,  Professor  of  Engineering,  and  Dean  of  the  Lawrence  Scientific  School,  which  occurred 
on  January  llth  in  the  65th  year  of  his  age,  and  in  the  36th  of  his  service  in  the  University. 

Professor  ECSTIS  was  distinguished  for  precision  of  knowledge,  clearness  and  force  in  exposition  and 
quickness  in  apprehending  and  meeting  the  difficulties  and  doubts  of  his  pupils. 

His  Professorship  was  one  of  the  original  Professorships  in  the  Scientific  School,  and  the  graduates 
in  his  department  have  been  among  the  most  successful  graduates  of  the  School. 

His  fidelity  in  administration  and  his  eminent  ability  in  teaching  entitle  him  to  be  remembered  as  one 
of  the  founders  of  the  School. 
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MEETING  OF  JANUARY  14,  1885.  —  Concurred  with  the  President  and  Fellows  in  appointments  of 
EDWARD  CPMMINGS,  Proctor;  of  Professor  C.  H.  TOY  as  member  of  the  Library  Council. 

The  vote  of  the  President  and  Fellows  to  repeal  second  and  third  paragraphs  of  Statute  fourteen, 
relating  to  required  attendance  at  Sunday  services,  was  referred  to  Messrs.  PEABODY,  BROOKS,  and 
LOWELL. 

The  vote  of  the  President  and  Fellows  to  admit  students,  not  candidates  for  a  degree,  to  the  courses 
of  instruction  given  in  the  University  was  referred  to  Messrs.  LODGE,  J.  T.  MORSE,  and  SHAVER. 

Concurred  with  the  President  and  Fellows  in  amending  Statute  nine  by  inserting  ' '  Bachelor  of  Agri- 
cultural Science,"  and  "Doctor  of  Veterinary  Medicine,"  and  Statute  one  by  inserting  "the  Graduate 
Department "  "  the  School  of  Veterinary  Medicine." 

The  report  of  the  President  of  the  University  was  presented  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Reports  and  Resolutions. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  presented  in  print. 

The  reports  of  the  Committees  on  the  Law  School,  on  Philosophy,  on  Fine  Arts  and  Music,  and  on 
the  Library  were  presented  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Reports  and  Resolutions. 
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The  subject  of  the  application  of  the  Morgan  Fellowship  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Students 
not  candidates  for  a  degree.  Adjourned  to  January  28. 

ADJOURNED  MEETING,  JANUARY  28,  1885.  —  The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Mathematics,  Physics, 
and  Chemistry  was  presented  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Reports  and  Resolutions. 

The  Committee  to  consider  whether  a  member  of  the  Board  loses  his  membership  by  becoming  a 
member  of  the  Corporation,  or  an  officer  of  instruction  or  government  in  the  College,  reported  that 
under  the  vote  of  the  Board,  October  22,  1867,  membership  in  the  Board  is  not  lost  by  the  acceptance  of 
such  other  offices.  The  report  was  accepted. 

The  Committee  to  consider  "  the  expediency  of  substituting  the  baptismal  appellation  of  the  gradu- 
ates for  the  fancy  or  foreign  names  now  in  use  in  the  Quinquennial  Catalogue  "  reported  this  resolution ; 
"  That  the  Board  of  Overseers  advise  and  recommend  that  the  Quinquennial  Catalogue  should  be  printed 
in  English."  The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  adopted. 

ADJOURNED  MEETING  OF  FEBRUARY  5.  —  The  vote  to  advise  and  recommend  that  the  Quinquennial 
Catalogue  should  be  printed  in  English  was  reconsidered,  and  the  resolution  to  that  effect  was  rejected. 

A  Committee  was  appointed,  with  Dr.  GREEN  as  Chairman,  to  recommend  any  changes  which  it  may 
think  desirable  in  the  Quinquennial. 

The  Committee  to  consider  the  vote  of  the  President  and  Fellows  to  repeal  the  requisition  for  attend- 
ance on  Sunday  services  recommended  concurrence,  and  the  Board  voted  to  concur  with  the  President 
and  Fellows. 

Dr.  PEABODY  presented  a  resolution :  "  That  this  Board  recommend  the  reestablishment  of  a  regular 
Sunday  morning  service  in  the  College  Chapel."  Consideration  was  postponed  to  the  next  meeting. 

Voted,  to  request  the  President  and  Fellows  to  have  the  Report  of  the  President  of  the  University 
printed  for  the  use  of  the  Board.  Adjourned  to  February  18. 

ADJOURNED  MEETING,  FEBRUARY  18,  1885.  — Hon.  E.  R.  HOAR,  President,  in  the  chair. 

The  Board  voted  to  concur  with  the  President  and  Fellows  in  appointing  GEORGE  ANTHONY  HILL, 
A.M.,  Instructor  in  Engineering  for  the  rest  of  the  current  academic  year;  and  in  appointing  GEORGE 
WILLIAM  SAWIN,  Proctor. 

The  election  of  WILLIAM  JAMES,  M.D.,  as  Professor  of  Philosophy,  by  the  President  and  Fellows, 
was  presented  and  laid  over  under  the  rules  of  the  Board. 

A  petition  of  students  regarding  attendance  upon  College  prayers  was  presented  to  the  Board,  with 
the  vote  of  the  Faculty  upon  the  same,  and  these  papers  were  referred  to  Messrs.  PEABODY,  BROOKS, 
and  LOWELL. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  upon  the  Observatory  was  presented  by  Dr.  CLARKE  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Reports  and  Resolutions. 

The  Committee  upon  the  Quinquennial  Catalogue  was  requested  to  consider  the  subject  of  the  official 
language  of  the  University  and  the  propriety  of  printing  the  Commencement  Programme  aud  Degrees  in 
English. 

It  was  voted  to  request  the  President  and  Fellows  to  print  the  Report  of  the  President  of  the  Uni- 
versity for  distribution  as  usual. 

Voted,  To  appoint  a  Committee  of  five  to  consider  and  report  on  the  whole  subject  of  College  De- 
grees. Messrs.  CLARKE,  the  PRESIDENT  of  the  University,  PEABODY,  PARKER,  and  SALTONSTALL  were 
appointed  as  the  Committee. 

The  Board  refused  to  sustain  a  motion  that  the  seat  of  Judge  ENDICOTT  in  the  Board  had  been 
vacated  by  his  acceptance  of  his  election  as  a  member  of  the  Corporation. 

SPECIAL  MEETING,  MARCH  26,  1885.  —  Concurred  in  the  election  of  WILLIAM  JAMES,  M.D.,  as 
Professor  of  Philosophy. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rhetoric  and  English  Literature  was  presented  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Reports  and  Resolutions. 

Messrs.  RUSSELL,  SMITH,  the  PRESIDENT  of  the  University,  LINCOLN,  and  PARKER  were  appointed  a 
Committee  under  the  following  resolution  :  — 

"Whereas,  a  communication  has  been  received  by  each  member  of  this  Board,  to  the  effect  that 
the  Academic  Faculty  will  hereafter  communicate  certain  votes  to  the  members  of  this  Board : 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  consider  what  matters  are  indicated  by  said  resolve,  and 
that  said  Committee  also  consider  whether  the  action  of  the  Faculty  has  heretofore  infringed  upon  the 
legitimate  powers  of  the  Board." 
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The  reports  of  the  Committees  upon  Special  Students,  on  the  Morgan  Fellowships,  and  on  the  Quin- 
quennial Catalogue  and  the  official  language  of  the  University  were  presented,  and  laid  on  the  table. 

It  was  Resolved,  "  That  the  requirements  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  class  in  Harvard  College 
shall  remain  the  same  as  at  the  examinations  of  the  year  1884,  until  changed  by  the  consent  of  this 
Board." 

STATED  MEETING,  APRIL  8,  1885.  —  Concurred  with  the  President  and  Fellows  in  the  appointments 
of  FRANK  GAYLORD  COOK,  A.B.,  as  Proctor,  and  JOSIAH  ROTCE,  Ph.D.,  as  Assistant  Professor  of 
Philosophy  for  five  years  from  September  1,  1885. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  petition  for  changes  ill  the  rules  concerning 
attendance  on  College  prayers,  reported  : 

"  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  grant  the  petition  of  sundry  undergraduates  for  the  repeal  of  the  rules  now 
requiring  attendance  at  daily  prayers."  The  resolution  was  adopted.  It  was  ordered  that  the  report  of 
the  Committee  be  printed. 

The  resignation  of  Hon.  WILLIAM  C.  ENDICOTT  was  presented,  as  he  has  accepted  Ms  election  as  a 
Fellow  of  the  Corporation.  Adjourned  to  April  15.

CLASSIFICATIONS  OF  THE  BULLETIN.  Beginning  with 
number  18  of  the  Bulletin,  library  accessions  have  been 
classed  under  separate  heads,  for  greater  convenience  to 
those  following  special  studies.  As  the  headings  are  brief, 
some  of  the  subjects  which  fall  under  each  (other  than  those 
which  are  perfectly  apparent)  are  here  indicated. 

Works  of  a  (1)  General  and  miscellaneous  nature  come 
first,  including  bibliography,  libraiy  economy  and  history, 
and  works  on  books  and  reading.  This  heading  is  followed 
by  (2)  Theology  and  philosophy,  under  which  are  placed 
both  general  and  physiological  psychology,  ecclesiastical 
and  biblical  subjects,  ethics  and  ethnic  religions.  (3)  Science 
embraces  medicine,  veterinary  science,  pseudo'-science,  and 
magic.  (4)  Useful  arts  includes  all  forms  .of  industrial 
science,  manufactures  and  handicrafts,  the  combative  arts, 
agriculture,  landscape-gardening,  building  (but  not  archi- 
tecture), navigation,  and  aeronautics.  (5)  Fine  arts  em- 
braces music,  the  archaeology  of  art  and  numismatics. 
(6)  Antiquities  (including  folk-lore)  takes  other  depart- 


ments of  archaeology;  popular  ballads  and  tales,  as  well  as 
mediaeval  romances,  find  their  place  here,  while  ballads  not 
of  popular  origin  appear  under  the  final  head;  here  too 
are  placed  anthropology  and  ethnology.  The  scope  of  (7) 
History  and  geography  (including  politics  and  general 
biography)  is  sufficiently  indicated  by  its  title,  but  it  should 
be  explained  that  biographies  of  artists  should  be  looked 
for  under  Fine  arts,  of  astronomers  under  Science,  etc.; 
genealogies  and  heraldry  fall  here,  as  well  as  legislation 
and  constitutional  and  international  law.  Under  (8)  Law 
and  sociology  appear  statistics,  commerce,  finance,  political 
economy,  jurisprudence,  reforms,  charities,  education,  pub- 
lic morality  and  hygiene,  and  public  works,  together  with 
manners  and  customs,  sports  and  games.  (9)  Philology 
embraces  all  departments,  not  only  of  language,  but  also 
of  classical  and  oriental  studies,  excepting  such  as  more 
properly  fall  under  the  second  and  sixth  heads.  Palaeo- 
graphy also  is  placed  under  this  heading.  Finally,  (10) 
Literature  includes  elocution  and  rhetoric.

Lescarbot  professes  to  have  marked  not  a  thirtieth 
part  of  the  Indian  villages,  while  he  names  those 
which  he  gives  after  their  chiefs.

trionalis  pars. 

This  is  the  engraved  facsimile  of  a  printed  map  in 
Dr.  E.  B.  O'Callaghan's  Documents  relating  to  the 
Colonial  History  of  New  York,  given  as  "  from  the 
West-Indische  Paskaert,  beschreven  door  A.  lacobsz 
[1621],"  published  at  Amsterdam.  It  shows  the 
coast  from  Labrador  to  the  island  of  Trinidad,  with 
the  Central  American  coast  on  the  Pacific  side.

The 
Mississippi  is  a  bay,  "  Bahia  del  Spiritu  Santo,"  fed 
by  many  streams.  For  Florida  (peninsula)  he  seems 
to  have  depended  on  the  accounts  of  Menendez,  and 
for  South  Carolina  on  Lescarbot  (see  ante,  no.  200). 
An  interior  lake  (Lacus  Magnus)  may  have  grown 
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from  some  rumor,  Koh!  thinks,  of  Lake  Erie,  but  it 
was  in  the  Lescarbot's  map  in  1618.

The  work  ends  with  "  Capitoli "  in  Terse  by  Busone  da 
Gobbio  and  by  Jacopo  Alighieri,  the  Credo  of  Dante,  and  a 
colophon  in  verse  giving  the  name  of  commentator,  editor, 
and  publisher,  witli  the  date. 

The  first  fifteen  leaves  containing  the  Life  by  Boccaccio  are 
often  wanting.  The  commentary  has  been  also  ascribed  to 
Jacopo  della  Lana.  If  by  Benvenuto,  it  must  be  a  translation, 
as  the  original,  still  unpublished,  is  in  Latin.

The  first  Florentine  edition.  The  first  fourteen  leaves  (of 
which  the  first  and  last  are  blank)  contain  various  introductory 
matters,  which  will  be  found  also  in  the  editions  of  1491, 1493, 
1497,  1507,  1529,  1564,  1578  [nos.  6,  7,  8,  12,  15,  19,  33],  as 
well  as  in  other  editions  not  included  in  this  catalogue. 

The  two  engravings  (by  Baccio  Baldini  from  designs  by 
Botticelli)  are  at  the  tieginning  of  the  first  two  cantos  of  the 
Inferno.  Space  is  left  for  an  illustration  at  the  beginning  of 
each  canto  and  some  copies  of  this  edition  have  as  many  as 
nineteen,  twenty,  or  twenty-one  inserted,  but  none  have  more 
than  this.  The  first  cantos  of  the  Inferno  and  Purgatorio 
of  Professor  Norton's  copy  have  each  an  elaborate  illuminated 
initial :  that  of  the  Inferno  contains  a  portrait  of  Dante,  and 
in  the  ornament  on  the  margin  is  the  golden  shield  of  the 
Medici  bearing  the  seven  balls  of  Piero  de'  Medici.  As  be 
died  in  1469  the" copy  probably  belonged  to  one  of  his  chil- 
dren, previous  to  the  change  made  by  Lorenzo  de'  Medici  in 
the  number  of  the  balls.  Colomb  de  Batines  gives  a  careful 
bibliographical  description  (i.  36-46)  and  mentions  all  the 
copies  of  note  known  to  him.

—  Notice  was  received  of  a  gift  from  Miss  MARIA  FAT,  of  a  portrait  of 
Judge  STORT  by  HARDING,  which  belonged  to  the  late  Judge  FAT  ;  and  it  was  Voted,  that  this  gift  be 
gratefully  accepted  and  that  the  thanks  of  the  President  and  Fellows  therefor  be  sent  to  Miss  FAT. 
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A  letter  was  received  from  WILLIAM  W.  APPLETON,  Esq.,  acting  as  Attorney  for  Professor  TTNDALL  , 
enclosing  a  check  for  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  to  found  a  Scientific  Scholarship 
upon  the  terms  set  forth  in  an  indenture  of  trust  which  was  also  enclosed.

Voted,  that  a  copy  of  these  votes  with  the  thanks  of  the  President  and  Fellows  for  his  generous  and 
wise  gift,  be  sent  to  Professor  TYNDALL  through  Mr.  APPLETON.

Voted,  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Peabody  Professor  of  American  Archaeology  and  Ethnology, 
whereupon  ballots  being  given  in  it  appeared  that  FREDERICK  WARD  PUTNAM,  A.M.,  was  elected.

MEETING  OF  APRIL  15,  1885.  —  The  report  of  the  Committee  to  visit  the  Observatory  was  presented 

The  resignation  of  WILLIAM  C.  ENDICOTT  as  a  member  of  the  Board  was  accepted. 

Resolved :  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Overseers,  if  the  income  of  the  Morgan  fund,  or  of  any  part  of 
it,  or  of  any  other  unrestricted  fund  be  applied  to  scholarships,  such  scholarships  should  be  open  only 
to  persons  who  have  taken  an  academic  degree  at  Harvard  College,  or  elsewhere,  or  who  are  studying 
to  take  such  a  degree  in  the  course  at  Harvard  College. 

Voted,  that  an  examination  be  made  of  the  records  of  the  Corporation,  and  that  the  names  of  all 
Fellows,  Overseers,  and  other  officers  of  instruction  or  government,  who  have  been  regularly  appointed 
and  confirmed,  be  inserted  in  the  next  edition  of  the  Quinquennial  Catalogue. 

MEETING  OF  APRIL  22,  1885.  —  ERNEST  JACKSON,  ARTHUR  PERRIN,  and  ALBERT  THORNDIKE  were 
appointed  Inspectors  of  Polls  at  the  next  election  of  Overseers. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Relations  of  the  College  Faculty  to  this  Board  was  presented, 
accepted  and  laid  on  the  table. 

MEETING  OF  MAT  1,  1885.  —  Concurred  in  the  appointment  of  HAROLD  NORTH  FOWLER,  A.B.,  In- 
structor in  Greek  for  1885-86. 

Voted,  that  a  Committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  requisi- 
tions for  entrance  examinations,  the  present  elective  system  and  the  system  of  voluntary  attendance  at 
recitations,  and  that  this  Committee  have  authority  to  confer  with  the  Corporation,  or  such  Committee 
as  the  Corporation  may  appoint.  Messrs.  LODGE,  SEAVER,  STORY,  PARKER,  and  SMITH  were  appointed. 

MEETING  OF  MAY  13,  1885.  —  Various  appointments  were  confirmed. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Degrees  was  presented,  accepted,  and  laid  on  the  table. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction  in  Written  English  was  presented  and  referred  back  for 
recommendations. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Changes  in  the  Requisitions  for  Admission  to  the  College,  presented 
Oct.  18,  1883,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  this  subject  appointed  at  the  last  meeting. 

MEETING  OF  MAY  27,  1885.  —  Various  appointments  were  confirmed. 

The  report  of  the  special  Committee  on  Instruction  in  Written  English  was  presented,  and  it  was 
Voted,  that  this  Board,  with  no  intention  of  criticising  the  gentlemen  in  charge  of  the  English  depart- 
ment, hereby  expresses  its  opinion  that  more  extended  instruction  should  be  given  in  written  English  : 
that  to  this  end  they  recommend  that  the  number  of  exercises  in  written  English  be  increased,  and  that 
every  effort  be  made  to  render  the  course  of  instruction  more  systematic  and  progressive. 

MEETING  OF  JUNE  3,  1885.  —  Voted,  to  recommend  to  the  Corporation  that  no  honorary  degree  shall 
be  conferred  as  a  compliment  for  mere  official  position. 

Voted,  to  concur  with  the  President  and  Fellows  in  the  following  Statute :  Persons  who  are  not 
candidates  for  a  degree  may  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  courses  of  instruction  in  the  University,  provided 
that  they  satisfy  the  appropriate  Faculty  of  their  fitness  to  pursue  the  particular  courses  which  they  elect. 
The  several  Faculties  have  the  right  to  deprive  any  such  student  of  his  privileges  if  he  abuse  them  or 
fail  to  use  them. 

Voted,  that  the  privileges  extended  to  special  students  being  readily  subject  to  abuse,  the  Overseers 
recommend  that  these  privileges  be  very  sparingly  granted,  and  that  great  care  be  taken  in  admitting 
special  students  to  the  various  courses  of  the  University,  and  that  the  several  Faculties  use  every  effort 
to  maintain  a  strict  discipline,  and  to  admit  into  their  departments  only  persons  who  show  that  they  seek 
these  advantages  for  the  purpose  of  genuine  study. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Relations  of  the  Faculty  to  this  Board  was  adopted,  and  it  was 
Voted  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  President  and  Fellows. 

Mr.  LOWELL  was  appointed  a  Committee  to  express  the  regret  of  the  Board  in  accepting  the  resigna- 
tion of  the  President,  Hon.  E.  R.  HOAR. 

MEETING  OF  JUNE  18,  1885. — Various  appointments  were  confirmed. 

MEETING  OF  JUNE  24,  held  in  Cambridge  on  Commencement  Day. — Various   appointments  were 
confirmed,  and  degrees  were  conferred   in  concurrence.

THE    MISSISSIPPI   VALLEY. 
*.*  See  also  the  maps  in  Sections  II.,  Ill-,  and  VIII. 
—  A.  D.  1 500,  etc. 

The  earliest  maps  show  what  stands  with  some 
for  the  Gulf  of  Ganges,  and  with  others  for  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico  (as  in  the  Admiral's,  ante,  no.  32, 
and  Rcisch's,  ante,  no.  33).  They  also  show  in  the 
country  north  of  this  gulf,  the  region  ultimately  to 
be  developed  as  the  Mississippi  Valley.  We  begin 
to  have  a  rudimentary  river,  usually  called  "  Kio 
do  Spiritu  Santo  "  as  in  the  map  of  the  gulf  published 
by  Navarrete  (post,  no.  247)  ;  and  this  representa- 
tion of  a  great  river,  flowing  into  the  north  part  of 
the  gulf,  can  be  traced  down  through  various  maps, 
like  that  of  Cortes  in  1524  (post,  no.  248)  ;  of  Mai- 
olio  in  1527  (ante,  under  no.  39)  ;  those  of  Ribero, 
1529  (<?;//<•,  no.  41) ;  Mercator,  1541  (under  no.  54) ; 
the  Ulpius  globe,  1542  (under  no.  55)  ;  the  Cabot 
mappemonde,  1544  (under  no.  56) ;  the  Medina  map 
of  1545  (no.  59) ;  the  map  given  in  the  Mir.  and  Crit. 
Hist.  America,  ii.  p.  292;  Bellero's  of  1554  (no.  64) ; 
Vopellio's  of  1556  (under  no.  66);  Homem,  1558 
(no.  67);  Zaltiere,  1566  (no.  94);  Des  Liens,  1566 
(under  no.  69) ;  Dr.  Dee's,  1580  (no.  96),  and  De 
Bry's,  1596  (cf.  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  Amer.,  iv.  90). 

Maps  of  the  type  of  Mercator  (no.  71),  Ortelius, 
1570  (no.  72),  and  Martines  (1103.75,77)  make  the 
water-ways  run  across  the  continent. 

We  find  the  earliest  special  treatment  of  this 
river,  in  a  kind  of  parallel  network  of  streams,  as 
shown  in  Wytfliet's  Florida  et  Apalche  (no.  264) ; 
and  Wytfliet's  draft  is  followed  in  a  map  of  about 
1622,  America  naviter  delineata,  atict.  jftidoco  Hondio, 
Johannes  Janssonius  excudit,  and  in  another  of  1636, 
called  Novissima  et  accuratissima  totius  America  de- 
scriptio,  per  N.  Visscher. 

Jefferys,  in  the  map  in  his  Northwest  Passage,  1768, 
shows  the  course  of  the  lower  Mississippi  by  a  dotted 
line,  professing  to  engrave  the  map  from  the  "  Her- 
rera  of  1608  ;  "  but  the  maps  in  the  early  editions  of 
Herrera  do  not  have  the  dotted  line.

It  represents  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  as  a 
bay  ("  Bahia  del  Espiritu  Santo")  into  which  va- 
rious rivers  empty,  having  their  sources  in  a  semi- 
circular range  of  mountains,  of  which  one  end 
extends  towards  the  Florida  peninsula,  and  the 
other  is  in  Texas.  The  names  within  this  belt  of 
mountains  are  derived  from  the  accounts  of  De 
Soto's  march. 

Later  maps  of  Sanson  follow  this  draft,  as  in  his 
Amerique  Septentrionale,  1669.

vol.  iii.,  and  in  the  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  America,  iv

228.  A.  D.  1673.    Marquette's  Mississippi  ex- 
tended to  the  gulf. 

This  follows  the  map  given  in  Thevenot's  Re- 
ctteil  de  Voyages,  Paris,  1681,  as  Marquette's,  but 
which  was  the  work  of  the  Jesuits.  (Cf.  Harrisse, 
no.  202.)  The  sketch  in  the  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist. 
America,  iv.  221,  is  from  the  Parkman  copy  of  the 
original  map,  which  has  now  disappeared  from  the 
Bibliotheque  Nationale  in  Paris.  Sparks,  in  his 
Life  of  Marquette,  copies  the  engraving  in  Thevenot, 
whose  title  differs  from  that  of  the  Parkman  copy.

It  shows  the  coast  from  Labrador  to  Texas.  This 
is  after  the  map  in  the  1683  edition  of  Hennepin's 
Description  de  la  Louisiane,  in  which  he  combined 
Marquette's  travels  with  his  own,  and  left  the  lower 
Mississippi  a  dotted  line.  It  is  called  Carte  de  la 
Nouvelle  France  et  de  la  Louisiane.  It  is  given  in 
part  in  facsimile  in  the  Nar.  and  Crit.

The  Mis- 
souri is  not  indicated.  The  "  Ouabache  "  is  about 
where  the  Ohio  should  be ;  and  the  "  Ohio  "  runs 
parallel  with  it  further  south.

This  fabulous  stream  is  represented  as  rising  in 
the  Rocky  Mountains,  and  flowing  into  the  Missis- 
sippi above  the  Missouri.  Kohl  thinks  the  river  in 
question  may  have  been  the  St.  Peter's  River.  La- 
hontan  professed  to  copy  the  western  part  of  the 
river  from  an  Indian  map,  made  for  him  in  that 
country. 

This"  map  appeared  in  the  Nowveaux  voyages,  La 
Haye,  1709,  vol.  i.  p.  136,  and  is  reproduced  in  the 
Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  America^  iv.  p.  261. 

235.  A.  D.  1689.    Coronelli's  Canada  ou  Nou- 

velle France. 

It  shows  the  coast  from  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence 
to  Texas,  and  gives  the  bounds  between  New  France 
and  the  English  possessions.  Kohl  thinks  the  pres- 
ent map  a  French  imitation  of  no.  233.

It  first 
appeared  in  Hennepin's  Nouvelle  Dicouverte,  Utrecht, 
1697,  which  had  two  distinct  maps,  showing  the  Mis- 
sissippi extending  to  the  gulf. 

The  first  Carte  (Tun  tres  grand ' pais  nouvellement  df- 
cmn'ert,  etc.,  is  reproduced  in  the  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist,

Cf.  ante, 
under  no.  21,  where  this  map  might  have  been  en- 
tered, if  it  had  been  found  in  season.

The  western  part  of  the  La  Cosa  chart.  Kohl 
has  copied  the  drawing  of  it  in  Ramon  de  la  Sagra's 
Cuba  (Paris,  1837).  See  ante,  no.  26,  and  the  whole 
series  of  maps  enumerated  in  section  ii.,  for  the 
form  the  gulf  took  in  the  earliest  cartography, 
whether  as  a  supposed  Gulf  of  Ganges,  as  it  is  con- 
jectured to  be  in  the  Admiral's  (ante,  no.  32)  and 
other  maps;  or  as  undeveloped  in  the  Cantino  (1502), 
Ruysch  (1508),  Sylvan  us  (1511),  and  Waldseemiil- 
ler  (1513)  maps  ;  as  vaguely  shut  in  at  the  north  by 
a  land  Bimini,  shown  in  the  Peter  Martyr  map  of 
1511,  and  in  the  Weimar  map  of  the  Pacific,  of 
1518  (post,  no.  316);  as  an  unenclosed  archipelago, 
of  which  we  have  instances  in  the  Lenox  globe,  and 
in  the  so-called  Da  Vinci  mappemonde.  It  gets 
something  like  definite  though  distorted  shape  in 
the  Stobnicza  and  Reisch  maps,  and  in  the  Tross 
gores.  Then  in  the  Nordenskiold  gores,  in  the 
Schoner  globes  of  151 5  and  1520,  and  in  the  Apian 
cordiform  map  of  1 520,  we  have  the  same  distorted 
shape,  but  joined  with  a  westerly  passage,  which 
detaches  South  America  as  an  island.

The  map  published  by  Navarrete  in  his  Coleccion, 
iii.,  is  reproduced  in  the  Nar.  and  Crit.

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printed  at  Nuremberg  in  1524.  Kohl  thinks  it' 
shows  the  explorations  of  Garay,  and  does  not  em- 
body any  of  those  of  Cortes  himself.  He  says  it  is 
the  earliest  map  to  show  the  name  Florida.  It  may 
have  been  made  about  the  time  of  no.  247.  It  is  re- 
produced in  Stevens'  Amer.  Bibliographer,  p.  86;  in 
his  Notes,  etc.,  pi.  iv.;  and  in  the  Nar.  and  Cril.  Hist. 
America,  ii.  p.  404.  It  has  an  uncertain  passage  to 
the  west,  by  which  Yucatan  is  made  an  island,  of 
which  there  is  an  indication  in  no.  247,  and  unmis- 
takable expression  in  the  Maiollo  map  of  1527  (ante, 
under  no.  39),  and  is  suggested  in  a  map  by  Friess 
(post,  no.  371).  Later  maps,  like  the  Verrazano, 
1529  (ante,  under  no.  42);  Ribero,  1529  (ante,  no. 
41)  ;  the  Lenox  wood-cut,  1534  (ante,  no.  47,  since 
reproduced  in  the  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  America,  ii. 
p.  223)  ;  the  British  Museum  map  of  1536  (post,  no. 
251),  make  Yucatan  insular,  but  do  not  carry  the 
passage  to  the  western  sea. 

249.  A.  D.  1528.    The  Antilles. 

Six  separate  maps  of  Jamaiqua,  Cuba,  Spagnola, 
Guadalupe,  Dominica,  and  Matinina,  from  the  Iso- 
lario  of  Bordone.  Kohl  follows  a  facsimile  made 
for  Henry  Stevens  (see  post,  no.  372).

251.  A.D.  1536.    Gulf  of  Mexico. 

From  a  large  MS.  map  in  the  British  Museum. 
Kohl  says  the  language  of  the  map  is  partly  French 
and  partly  Spanish,  the  latter  much  corrupted  ;  so 
that  he  infers  it  to  be  a  French  copy  of  a  Spanish 
original.  He  thinks  it  may  have  grown  out  of  the 
expedition  of  Narvaez,  and  says  that  the  peninsula 
of  Florida  is  for  the  first  time  drawn  with  approxi- 
mate accuracy.  Yucatan  is  an  island.  It  is  sketched 
in  the  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  America,  ii.  p.  225. 

252.  A.  D.  1542.    The  Antilles,  by  Rotz. 

One  of  the  maps  in  Rotz's  Bake  of  Idrography,  in 
the  British  Museum.  The  map  is  sketched  in  the 
Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  America,  ii.  p.  226.  It  is  called 
"  The  Indis  of  Occident,  quhaz  the  Spaniards  doeth 
occupy."  The  latitudes  are  too  high  by  about  three 
degrees  in  the  northern  parts,  and  too  low  by  about 
two  degrees  in  the  southern  parts ;  rnaking  the  dis- 
tance from  Trinidad  to  Florida  much  in  excess  of 
what  it  should  be.  (See  ante,  no.  55.)

The  correspond- 
ing Pacific  coast  from  about  the  latitude  of  Mexico 
(City),  is  a  mere  north-and-south  line,  with  conven- 
tional river-mouths.  Kohl  says  the  original  was  dis- 
covered by  Jomard  in  the  possession  of  a  French 
noble  family.  To  judge  from  the  absence  of  Califor- 
nia one  would  place  the  map  before  (say)  1535  ;  and 
the  absence  of  traces  of  De  Soto's  and  other  explora- 
tions on  the  Atlantic  side  would  indicate  as  early  a 
date ;  but  Kohl  places  it  under  "  about  1555,"  as  that 
was  jomard's  opinion.  Kohl  is  in  error  in  supposing 
that  the  presence  of  Bermuda  on  the  map  establishes 
the  date  after  1530;  since  Bermuda  is  on  the  Peter 
Martyr  map  of  1511,  a  map  unknown  to  Kohl.  It  is 
sketched  in  the  Nar.  and  Crit.

257.  A.  D.  1558.    Spanish  America  by  Diego 

Homem. 

It  shows  the  coasts  of  both  oceans  north  of  the 
Isthmus  of  Panama  to  33°  north  latitude.  A  MS. 
map  in  colors  in  the  British  Museum.  Kohl  calls  it 
the  earliest  general  map  to  embody  the  California 
Peninsula.  The  "  Rio  del  Spirito  Santo  "  (Missis- 
sippi) has  one  main  channel.  It  is  sketched  in  the 
Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist,  of  America,  ii.  p.  229. 

258.  A.  D.  1564.    Hispaniola  by  P.  Forlano. 

The  engraved  original  is  marked  "  In  Venetia 
Paulo  Forlano  Veronese  fee.  1 564."  It  is  not  so 
accurate  in  form  as  the  map  of  1534;  and  it  is  not 
known  whence  Forlano  drew  his  notions.  (See  ante, 
under  no.  69.) 

259.  A.  D.  1564.    Cuba  by  Forlano. 

Kohl  calls  this  the  oldest  special  map  of  Cuba 
which  he  had  found.  He  finds  names  here  which 
are  preserved  in  the  Hondius  map  of  Cuba  (1607).

The  latitudes  are  approx- 
imately correct ;  but  the  longitudes  are  much  out  of 
the  way,  being  stretched  east  and  west  too  far.  It 
is  sketched  in  the  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  America,  ii.

PERIODICAL    AND    OTHER    PUBLICATIONS    OF    RECENT    DATE. 

Two  lists  somewhat  similar  to  the  following  were  published  two  years  ago :  —  one,  by  H.  J.  Carr  in  the  Library  Journal 
of  February,  1883,  the  other,  by  the  Boston  public  library  in  its  Bulletin  for  September,  1883.  The  first  indexed  only  the 
reference  lists  which  had  appeared  in  the  bulletins  of  several  libraries,  and  in  a  few  English  and  American  literary  and 
bibliographical  journals.  The  second  covered  the  same  ground  and  included  in  addition  references  to  the  valuable  notes  on 
many  subjects  found  in  the  printed  catalogues  of  the  Boston  public  library  and  of  some  other  libraries. 

The  present  list  is  in  part  a  continuation  of  the  latter,  as  it  indexes  the  same  serial  publications  from  the  point  where  that 
left  off,  but  it  covers  a  wider  range,  is  not  limited  to  publications  in  English,  and  includes  suchlnbliographies,  lists  of  authori- 
ties, "  qnellenverzeichnisse  "  etc.  contained  hi  larger  works  as  have  been  noted  in  a  tolerably  careful  examination  of  all  the 
volumes  received  hi  the  library  since  January,  1884.  Such  lists  of  authorities  are  becoming  more  and  more  common  in  books 
which  have  involved  careful  investigation,  and  are  of  great  use  to  students  working  in  the  same  direction.  The  following 
index  will  furnish  a  ready  key  to  many  lists  which  have  appeared  recently.  But  few  references  are  given  to  publications 
earlier  than  1884,  and  none  to  works  not  in  this  library.

Voted,  to  appoint  CHARLES  P.  FREY,  Laboratory  Assistant  in  the  Jefferson  Physical  Laboratory,  for 
the  current  academic  year. 

Voted,  to  appoint  WILLIAM  HENRY  BALDWIN,  A.B.,  Proctor. 

It  appearing  to  the  Board  that  OLIVER  DEAN  ROOT,  M.D.  1854,  died  at  New  Orleans  in  1863  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duty  as  an  assistant  surgeon  in  the  service  of  the  United  States, 

Voted,  that  his  name  be  placed  upon  the  tablets  in  Memorial  Hall  in  such  manner  as  may  now  be 
practicable. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  consider  certain  suggestions  from  a  Committee  of  the 
College  Faculty  in  relation  to  Scholarships  baring  been  taken  up  and  the  suggestions  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Faculty  having  been  considered,  it  was 

Voted,  to  adopt  the  report  as  follows  :  — 

1st.  That  it  is  not  expedient  at  present  to  provide  scholarships  of  less  than  $150  a  year,  or  more 
than  $300  a  year  each,  or  to  give  more  than  one  scholarship  to  the  same  student. 

2d.  That  even  in  a  case  where  it  is  expressly  stated  that  the  whole  income  of  the  fund  shall  be  paid 
out  annually,  it  is  a  sufficient  compliance  with  the  terms  of  gift  to  pay  out  the  largest  round  sum  which 
the  fund  can  be  expected  to  yield  annually  for  a  term  of  years,  provided  that  the  actual  surplus  of 
income  is  added  to  the  principal  of  the  fund  to  strengthen  it. 

3d.  That  the  ten  Thayer  Scholarships  should  for  the  present  be  assigned  at  $350  each,  two  Pennoyer 
Scholarships  and  the  two  Walcott  Scholarships  at  $100  each,  two  Pennoyer  scholarships  and  the  three 
Bassett  Scholarships  at  $90  each,  and  the  Palfrey  Exhibition  at  $90. 

4th.  That  seven  scholarship  funds,  now  below  $3000  each  should  be  allowed  to  accumulate,  each 
until  it  can  safely  maintain  a  scholarship  of  $150  a  year. 

5th.  That  all  the  remaining  scholarships  should,  for  the  present,  be  assigned  in  sums  of  $150,  $200, 
$250,  and  $300  a  year,  the  small  surplus  of  income  in  each  case  being  allowed  to  accumulate  to 
strengthen  the  fund,  to  allow  for  an  increase  hereafter,  either  in  the  amount  of  the  scholarship  or  in 
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the  number  of  scholarships.     In  the  case  of  the  Bowditch  Scholarships  and  some  others  the  amount 
of  each  scholarship  is  permanently  fixed. 

And  it  was  then  Voted,  that  after  the  current  academic  year,  and  until  further  action  by  this  Boa 
the  College   scholarships  now  available  (not  including  the  Saltonstall  Scholarships  which  are  in 
gift  of  the  Board  of  Overseers)  shall  be  assigned  in  the  following  amounts  :  —

Dr.  Kohl  printed  an  abstract  of  his  studies  on  the 
cartography  of  the  west  coast  of  North  America  in 
the  U.  S.  Coast  Survey  Report,  1855,  p.  374,  etc. ;  and 
there  is  a  MS.  on  the  subject  by  him  in  the  library 
of  the  American  Antiquarian  Society  at  Worcester. 
The  fullest  information  on  the  subject  will  be  found 
in  H.  H.  Bancroft's  North  West  Coast,  vol.  i.,  and  in 
the  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  America,  ii.  p.  431,  etc. 

We  find  the  earliest  delineations  of  this  coast  in 
1513  from  two  sources,  —  first,  from  the  Portuguese 
in  their  efforts  to  place  the  Moluccas  in  relations 
with  the  new  continent,  as  shown  in  (post)  nos.  315 
and  316 ;  and,  second,  from  the  maps  which  show 
the  discovery  of  Balboa,  either  honestly  recorded  as 
in  the  Verrazano  map  of  1524  (ante,  under  no.  42), 
the  Maiollo  (1527,  under  no.  39),  the  so-called  Fer- 
dinand Columbus  (1527,  ante,  no.  38)  and  Ribero 
maps  0529,  ante,  no.  41) ;  or  conjecturally  extended 
as  in  Schoner's  globes  of  1515  and  1520  (ante,  nos. 
34,  35),  the  Apian  mappemonde  of  1520  (no.  36),  the 
Thorne  map  of  1527  (no.  39),  the  Minister  map  of 
1532  (under  no.  46)  ;  or  purposely  left  doubtful  as 
in  the  map  of  Reisch's  Margarita  philosophica,  1515 
(ante,  no.  33),  the  Tross  gores  (under  no.  32),  and 
others.

277.  A.  D.  1541.    Castillo's  California. 

The  map  published  by  Bishop  Lorenzana  in  his 
Nueva  Espana  (1770),  who  found  it  among  the 
archives  of  the  descendants  of  Cortes.  Domingo 
del  Castillo  was  a  pilot  in  the  fleet  of  Alarcon,  who 
explored  the  coast  in  1540,  and  penetrated  to  the 
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head  of  the  gulf  of  California  and  discovered  the 
Colorado  river.  A  large  part  of  his  coast  names  are 
not  to  be  found  in  the  accounts  of  Alarcon's  expe- 
dition, nor  in  those  of  the  explorations  of  Ulloa 
(1539). 

Kohl  speaks  of  this  map  of  California  as  the 
earliest  known  ;  but  he  was  not  informed  respecting 
the  map  mentioned  above  under  A.  D.  1535. 

Castillo's  map  is  given  in  facsimile  in  the  Nar. 
and  Crit.  Hist.  America,  ii.  p.  444  ;  and  is  sketched 
in  H.  H.  Bancroft's  Cent.  America,  i.  153,  and  North 
Mexican  States,  i.  81.  He  gives  the  coast  a  greater 
extension  beyond  the  peninsula  than  it  has  in  the 
original.

Part  of  a  Portuguese  portolano,  which  was  in  San- 
tarem's  possession  when  Kohl  copied  this  portion 
and  no.  279,  its  complement.  The  language  is  partly 
Latin,  partly  Spanish,  but  mainly  a  corrupt  Portu- 
guese. The  drafts  used  by  Freire  were  evidently,  as 
Kohl  thinks,  those  of  Ulloa  and  Alarcon,  though  he 
must  have  had  other  material.  He  does  not  give 
any  names  corresponding  to  the  accounts  of  the  ex- 
plorations of  Cabrillo  and  Ferrero  (1542-43).  The 
coast  is  given  a  westerly  trend,  as  if  to  connect  it 
with  Asia.  Kohl  judges  that  Freire  had  some  drafts 
of  a  voyager  who  sailed  westward,  and  at  intervals 
lost  sight  of  the  coast.

Freire.

An  atlas  of  about  this  time  in  the  Biblioteca  Ric- 
cardiana  at  Florence  is  described  in  the  yahresbericht 
des  Vereins  fur  Erdkunde  in  Dresden,  1870,  which 
has  several  maps  showing  the  west  coast  of  North 
America.  The  maps  in  Tab.  vii.  and  ix.  carry  the 
coast  north  to  the  peninsula  of  California,  and  one 
of  those  in  Tab.  ix.  carries  it  a  little  farther.  Two 
maps  in  Tab.  vi.  illustrate  the  Asiatic  theory.

The  great  map  of  Mercator  (ante,  under  no.  71). 
It  established  more  effectually  the  type  of  the  strait 
of  Anian  as  prefigured  by  Martines  and  Zaltieri.

ii.  p.  452.

The  Ortelius  map  follows  Mercator's.  (Ante,  no. 
72,  and /<?.#,  no.  324.)

The  Porcacchi  map  also  gives  a  similar  strait  of 
Anian.

It  shows  the  coast  from  10°  to  55°  north,  with 
"  Giapan "  and  a  part  of  the  Asiatic  coast.  It  is 
from  the  Martines  Atlas  in  the  British  Museum, 
made  between  1568  and  1578,  at  Messina,  though 
Martines  seems  to  have  been  a  Spaniard.  The  out- 
line of  the  gulf  of  California  is  much  less  accurate 
than  in  earlier  maps. 

This  is  a  different  atlas  from  the  one  of  i55-(?), 
mentioned  ante  under  A.  D.  1558.

The  Myritius  map  follows  the  Asiatic  theory.

The  Haklu3rt-Martyr  map  carries  the  coast  well 
up  to  the  Arctic  region.

California   (Molineaux's 
Globe). 


From  the  globe  in  the  Middle  Temple,  London. 
Sir  Francis  Drake's  track  is  pricked  upon  it,  and  is 
taken  perhaps  from  Drake's  charts,  now  lost.  It 
shows  Drake  to  have  gone  as  far  north  as  48°.  The 
general  trend  of  the  coast  is  more  northerly  than 
westerly,  as  on  earlier  maps.  There  is  a  sketch  in 
the  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  America,  ii.  p.  455. 

282.  A.  D.  1593.    Northwest  Coast  by  C.  de 
Judaeis. 

A  map  from  Cornelius  de  Judaeis's  Speculum 
Orbis  Terra,  1593,  and  called  "Quivirae  Regnum," 
which  is  the  name  on  a  protuberance  of  the  coast 
line  in  40°  N.  lat. ;  while  a  larger  protuberance  in 
60°  is  called  "  Anian  Regnum."  Northwest  of  this 
last  peninsula,  under  70  ,  is  a  pinnacle-rock,  in  the 
sea,  which  marks  the  "  Polus  Magnetis."  An  in- 
scription in  the  interior  notes  that  oxen  and  cows, 
which  have  the  hump  of  a  camel,  and  the  tail  and 
feet  of  lions,  frequent  the  woody  plain.  (Ante,  no.  98.) 

A  map  of  the  same  date  in  the  Libri  of  Maffeius.

It  is  composed  from  the  32  charts  of  the 
coast  which  Viscaino  made,  and  which  were  depos- 
ited in  the  Spanish  Archives,  when  the  editors  of 
the  voyage  of  the  Spanish  vessels,  "  Sutil "  and  "  Mex- 
icana,"  brought  the  present  sketch  to  light,  basing  it 
on  those  lesser  charts.

Buache  engraved  in  1754  a  Spanish  map  of  1604, 
made  at  Florence  by  Mathieu  Neron  Pecciolen,  which 
shows  the  gulf  of  California  and  adjacent  coasts. 
It  is  also  in  the  Encyclopedic  published  at  Paris  in 
1777  (supplement).

The  map  in  Cespedes*  Regimiento  de  navegacion 
leaves  the  northwest  coast  partially  indeterminate.

The  map  illustrating  the  narrative  of  Ferdinand 
de  Quir  in  the  Detectio  Freti  of  Hudson,  edited  by 
H.  Geritsz,  gives  an  unusual  width  to  the  straits  of

The  Mercator-Hondius  atlas  contains  a  map  of 
the  world,  another  of  America,  both  by  Hondius, 
and  one  of  America  by  Michael  Mercator.  They 
all  show  the  straits  of  Anian,  but  the  protuberant 
coast  of  America  has  no  marked  feature  except  the 
gulf  of  California.  Similar  features  mark  the  map 
of  Hondius,  which  he  based  on  the  results  of  the 
voyages  of  Drake  and  Cavendish  (ante,  no.  91),  and 
the  map  of  Oliva  (ante,  no.  90).

The  map  in  Kasper  van  Baerle's  edition  of  Her- 
rera  is  thought  to  be  the  earliest  to  return  to  the 
original  belief  that  the  peninsula  of  California  was 
an  island.

The  map  in  John  Speed's  Prospect  makes  Cali- 
fornia an  island,  and  carries  the  main  coast  above  it 
by  a  dotted  line.

(Ante, 
no.  92.) 

285.  A.  D.  1630.    Northwest  Coast  by  Dud- 

ley. 

From  Dudley's  Arcana  del  Mare,  1630.  Kohl 
judges  from  the  original  MS.  draft  of  this  map  pre- 
served in  Munich,  in  which  the  latest  date  men- 
tioned is  1621,  that  Dudley  made  this  map  but  a  few 
years  later.  Dudley  seems  not  to  have  been  aware 
of  Viscaino's  drafts.  His  inscriptions  credit  the 
discovery  of  the  coast,  which  he  calls  "  Regno  di 
Quivira,"  to  Sir  Francis  Drake  in  1579.  He  shows 
"  Asia"  on  the  west  edge  of  the  map,  as  "  La  grand 
isla  di  Jezo,"  and  his  notes  at  Munich  say  that  Dud- 
ley got  his  knowledge  of  that  region  from  the  Jesuits 
in  Japan.  See  facsimile  in  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist. 
America,  ii.  p.  465.  This  is  plate  no.  xxxiiii.  Plates 
xxxi.  and  xxxii.  represent  California  as  a  peninsula. 
In  his  Liber  ii.  (p.  19),  a  map  of  "  Nuova  Albione  " 
extends  from  a  vague  "  golfo  profondo  "  (with  an 
"I.  de  Cedros  "  at  its  entrance)  to  Cape  Mendocino. 

Kohl  gives  1630  as  the  date  of  the  Arcane,  but 
no  earlier  edition  than  1646  has  come  under  my 
observation ;  though  the  book  in  a  smaller  shape 
and  of  that  earlier  date  is  said  to  exist. 

286.  A.  D.  1630.    Gulf  of  California  by  Dudley. 

This  is,  as  Kohl  says,  from  the  MSS.  of  Dudley 
at  Munich,  and  not  from  his  Arcano  del  Mare.  The 
names  are  mostly  Italian,  but  a  few  are  in  Spanish. 
He  represents  California  as  a  peninsula.  It  does 
not  appear  whence  he  got  his  views.

The  Salstonstall  English  edition  of  the  Hondius- 
Mercator  atlas  has  a  map  of  America,  which  is  a 
reduction  from  the  map  in  the  1613  edition  of  the 
atlas.

The  Hexham  English  edition  of  the  Hondius- 
Mercator  atlas  has  two  maps  showing  the  west  coast 
of  North  America.  In  both  California  is  an  island ; 
in  one  there  is,  and  in  the  other  there  is  not,  a  break 
in  the  main  coast  line  opposite  the  head  of  the 
island.

A  map  in  Le  Monde  of  D'Avity,  sketched  in  H.  H. 
Bancroft's  Northwest  Coast,  i.  108.

The  alleged  explorations  of  Bartolome"  de  Fonte 
at  this  time  gave  rise,  after  the  publication  of  the  story 
in  1708,  to  various  conjectural  maps  of  the  west  coast 
of  North  America,  prominent  among  which  are  the 
renderings  of  Delisle  and  Buache,  1752-53,  and  the 
map  of  Jefferys. 

The  indications  of  this  venturesome  cartography 
are  noted  in  H.  H.  Bancroft's  Northwest  Coast,  vol. 
i.,  and  in  the  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  America^  ii.  p.

Dudley's  Arcano  del  Mare.  See  ante,  nos.  285, 
286. 

The  two  maps  of  Petrus  Koerius  (1646)  in  Speed's 
Prospect  of  the  most  Famous  Parts  of  the  World  (Lon- 
don, 1668),  show  the  geographical  confusion  of  the 
time  In  one  California  is  an  island,  with  a  fixed 
coast  above,  to  the  straits  of  Anian ;  in  the  other, 
California  is  a  peninsula,  and  there  are  alternative 
coasts  north  of  it,  in  half-shading.

A  map  in  Jansson's  Atlas  Minor  makes  California 
a  peninsula,  indicates  north  of  it  a  doubtful  passage 
to  the  north  sea,  and  further  west  delineates  the 
"  Fretum  Anian." 

A  map  in  Speed's  Prospect  (edition  of  1676)  makes 
Cape  Mendocino  the  northern  point  of  California 
island,  with  a  break  in  the  coast  of  the  main  land 
opposite,  while  another  Cape  Mendocino  is  drawn 
still  further  north. 

A  map  of  Virginia  by  Virginia  Farrer  (facsimile 
in  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  America,  iii.  465)  makes  the 
coast  of  New  Albion  (Drake's)  lie  at  the  base  of  the 
western  slope  of  the  Alleghanies,  narrowing  the  con- 
tinent to  a  few  days'  journey.

Maps  of  the  same  cartographer,  called  in  one  N. 
I.  Visscher  and  in  the  other  N.  I.  Piscator,  make 
California  a  peninsula,  and  indicate  the  straits  of 
Anian.

Wright  in  his  Certain  Errors  in  Navigation  has 
an  insular  California. 

287.  A.  D.  1656.    Sanson's  California. 

California  is  shown  as  an  island,  a  view,  as  Kohl 
thinks,  introduced  by  Purchas  (ante,  under  A.  D. 
1625 ;  but  see  under  A.  D.  1622)  in  the  map  which  he 

fives  as  found  among  some  Spanish  charts  captured 
y  the  Hollanders.  The  country  inland  is  called 
"  Nueva  Mexico  "  in  the  north,  and  "  Nueva  Gra- 
nada "  in  the  south.  The  "  Rio  del  Norte,"  on  which 
Santa  Fe  is  placed,  runs  into  the  gulf  of  California; 
and  this  river  continued  to  have  this  course  given  to 
it  till  Coronelli,  as  Kohl  says,  directed  it  to  the  gulf 
of  Mexico.  The  map  is  reproduced  in  the  supple- 
ment of  the  French  Encyclopedic  for  1777. 

Sanson  repeated  his  draft  in  1657,  making  the 
main  coast  end  with  "  Aguhela  de  Cato ;  "  and  in 
his  L'Amlrique  (1657-83)  he  puts  a  "  Terre  de 
Jesso  "  northwest  of  the  insular  California.

The  map  in  the  Hist,  of  the  World  by  Petavius 
(Petau)  gives  an  insular  California  and  the  usual 
break  in  the  main  coast  opposite  its  northern  ex- 
tremity.

In  Van  Loon's  sea-atlas  the  map  "  Nova  Granada 
en  1'Eylandt  California "  gives  a  strait  of  Anian  a 
little  higher  up  than  the  island,  and  puts  a  "  Terra 
incognita  "  beyond  it.

The  map  "  America  nova  descriptio  "  in  Heylin's 
Cosmographie  (1669, 1674,  1677)  carries  above  a  point 


opposite  the  head  of  the  island  of  Calfornia  a  dotted 
line,  which,  farther  above,  branches  in  three  con- 
jectural directions.

Blome  follows  Sanson.  In  Montanus  and  Ogilby, 
California  is  an  island  (ante,  section  vi.,  A.  D.  1670- 
73).

An  imperfect  draft,  without  Kohl's  annotations. 
It  represents  California  as  an  island.  The  "  Rio  del 
Norte  "  becomes  the  "  Rio  Bravo,"  and  flows  to  the 
Mexican  gulf. 

Coronelli's  globe  of  1683  makes  California  an 
island.

Franquelin's  great  map  shows  only  a  part  of  Cali- 
fornia, but  he  marks  it  as  an  island.  (Ante,  sectioc 
iii.,  A.  D.  1681-84.) 

—  A.  D.  1694. 

Jaillot  has  California  an  island,  with  "  Terra 
Jesso  "  northwest  of  it.     (Post,  no.  328.) 

—  A.  D.  1695. 

A  map  of  Guillaume  Delisle  represents  a  "  Mer  i 
1'Ouest "  lying  on  the  parallel  from  Cape  Menc 
cino  to  Lake  Superior,  but  he  gives  it  no  define 
connection  with  the  Pacific,  while  the  straits 
Anian  are  delineated  with  coast  lines  extended  bu 
a  short  distance  on  either  side.  This  map  was  put 
lished  by  the  younger  Delisle  in  1752. 

About  the  close  of  the  century  Covens  and  Me 
tier  of  Amsterdam  published  what  are  known  as  th 
Carolus  Allard  atlases.  One  of  these  represent 
California  as  an  island,  and  a  "  Terra  Esonis  "  nort 
of  it,  with  a  strait  at  either  extremity,  —  that  on 
west  separating  it  from  "  Yedso,"  apparently  a 
of  the  Asiatic  coast.

Edward  Wells  in  his  New  Sett  of  Maps  gives 
island  of   California  with   a  "  supposed   straits 
Anian  "  just  north  of  its  upper  end,  but  he  omits 
coast  lines  above  it.

Delisle  makes  California  a  problematical  penir 
sula. 

289.  A.  D.  1701.    Gulf  of  California  by  Fathe 

Kino. 

Shows  the  results  of  the  explorations  of  Fathe 
Kiihn,  —  a  German,  whose  name  was  changed 
the  Mexicans  to  Kino,  as  Kohl  says,  —  instigate 
by  the  Jesuit  Salvatierra.  The  map  shows  the  cor 
victions  of  Kino,  that  California  was  a  peninsula 
rather  than  a  demonstration  from  his  own  explor 
tions.  He  published  his  map  originally  in  the  Z< 
tres  Edifiantes,  vol.  v.  (1705),  and  it  is  calle 
"  Passage  par  terre  a  la  Californie.  Decouve 
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par  le  Rev.  Pere  E.  F.  Kino,  Jesuite,  depuis  1698 
jusqu'a  1701." 

See  Father  Kino's  explorations  indicated  in  the 
m:i])  of  Alzate.  (Ante,  no.  270.) 

Kino's  map  was  re-engraved  by  Buache  in  Paris 
(1754),  by  Sayer  in  a  map  of  North  America  pub- 
lished in  London,  in  the  supplement  of  the  French 
•*ldie  (1777),  by  Marcou  in  Report  of  the  Chief 
of  Engineers,  U.  S.  A.  (-1878),  and  in  H.  H.  Ban- 
croft's North  Mexican  States,  i.  499.  Cf.  Nar.  and 
Crit.  Hist.  America,  ii.  p.  467. 

—  A.  D.  1705. 

The  map  in  Harris's  Collection  of  Voyages,  repro- 
duced in  H.  H.  Bancroft's  Northwest  Coast,  i.  114. 
California  is  an  island.

Vander  Aa's  map  is  sketched  in  H.  H,  Bancroft's 
Northwest  Coast,  i.  115. 

—  A.  D.  1712. 

A  Spanish  map  of  the  Pacific  coast  of  Mexico  is 
described,  ante,  no.  269. 

—  A.  D.  1715-1717. 

Delisle  varied  in  his  drafts  of  California,  being 
undecided  on  the  evidence ;  and  in  the  latter  year, 
while  he  made  it  a  peninsula,  he  cut  the  coast  line 
north  of  it  by  a  great  gulf,  "  Mer  de  1'Ouest,"  ex- 
tending inland  indefinitely. 

—  A.  D.  1719. 

Homann  of  Nuremberg  made  an  insular  Cali- 
fornia, with  an  entrance  to  a  supposed  gulf  oppo- 
site with  an  island  in  the  middle  of  the  passage. 

—  A.  D.  1720. 

The  Atlas  geographicus  of  Seutter,  Augsburg,  re- 
tains the  Californian  island,  separated  by  a  pas- 
sage, "  Fretum  Anian  hie  esse  creditur,"  from 
"  Terra  Essonis." 

—  A.  D.  1726. 

The  map  in  Shelvocke's  Voyages  professed  to  rep- 
resent current  opinion  in  making  California  an 
island.  Similar  maps  about  this  time  were  issued 
by  Vander  Aa  of  Amsterdam.

Herman  Moll,  the  English  geographer,  gives  the 
island  and  the  straits  north  of  it,  with  no  coast  line 
beyond.

The  map  in  Herrera,  making  California  a  penin- 
sula, carries  the  coast  up  to  Cape  Mendocino. 

290.  A.  D.  1740.    The  California  Coast. 

A  map  of  the  North  Pacific  was  found  by  Anson 
in  1742,  on  board  a  Spanish  ship  captured  by  him  on 
the  China  coast.  It  was  engraved  on  a  reduced 
scale  in  Anson's  Voyage  Round  the  World,  London, 
1748.

The  English  cartographer  also  pricks  out 
the  tracks  across  the  Pacific  of  Gaetan  (1542),  Men- 
dana  (1568),  Francisco  de  Gualle  (1583),  Cavendish, 
Spilbergen  (1616),  Fronolat  (1709),  and  of  the  track 
each  way  of  the  "  Nuestra  Sefiora  de  Cabodonga  " 
(1743),  the  ship  captured  by  Anson.  Jefferys  calls 
the  northern  parts  of  the  coast  the  Chinese  "  Fou- 
sang,"  while  Kohl  believes  that  debatable  region  to 
have  been  Japan.

— The  Treasurer  reported  that  Judge  LOWELL  had  returned  his 
covenant  in  relation  to  the  George  Emerson  Lowell  Scholarships,  having  modified  it  in  accordance  with 
his  present  wishes,  and  the  following  votes  were  thereupon  passed  :  — 

Voted,  that  the  generous  offer  of  Judge  LOWELL  be  gratefully  accepted  upon  the  conditions  named  in 
the  covenant,  as  now  modified. 

Voted,  to  establish  two  scholarships  with  an  income  at  present  of  $200  each,  in  the  Academic 
Department,  to  be  called  the  George  Emerson  Lowell  Scholarships,  and  excellence  either  in  the 
Classics  or  in  Athletic  contests  to  be  considered  as  one  of  the  desirable  qualifications  for  candidates. 

Voted,  that  the  thanks  of  the  President  and  Fellows  be  sent  to  L.  FOSTER  MORSE,  Esq.,  for  his  gift 
of  an  interesting  original  document  showing  the  accounts  of  Thomas  Hubbard  as  Treasurer  of  Harvard 
College  in  the  year  1761. 

The  resignation  of  JOHN  M.  WHITTEMORE  as  Secretary  was  accepted. 

The  resignation  of  LUTHER  ATWOOD  as  Proctor  was  accepted.

Voted,  that  the  gift  of  a  collection  of  pressed  plants  and  flowers,  of  shells,  and  of  books,  which 
belonged  to  the  late  Miss  REBECCA  BRADFORD,  be  gratefully  accepted  and  that  the  thanks  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  Fellows  be  sent  to  Mr.  RUSSELL  BRADFORD  for  his  kindness  in  carrying  out  the  wishes  of 
Miss  REBECCA  BRADFORD. 
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Voted,  to  appoint  CHARLES  MONTRAVILLE  GREEN,  M.D.,  Instructor  in  Obstetrics  for  the  current 
academic  year. 

Voted,  to  reappoint  CHARLES  POMEROT  PARKER,  A.B.,  Tutor  in  Greek  and  Latin  for  three  years  from 
September  1,  1886. 

Voted,  to  establish  a  second  Rogers  Scholarship  of  $800  a  year,  which  can  be  awarded  for  and  after 
the  ensuing  academic  year. 

A  petition  asking  that  attendance  at  morning  prayers  be  made  voluntary  was  received  from  a  Com- 
mittee of  24  students  representing  903  undergraduates;  also,  a  petition  to  the  same  effect  from  the 
members  of  the  O.  K.  Society,  and  it  was  Voted,  that  these  petitions,  together  with  a  like  petition 
received  on  February  8th,  1886,  from  members  of  the  Law  School  who  are  graduates  of  the  College, 
be  sent  to  the  Board  of  Overseers,  to  which  body,  as  well  as  to  the  President  and  Fellows,  all  of  the 
petitions  are  addressed. 

MEETING  OF  MARCH  26,  1886.  —  Voted,  that  the  President  and  Fellows  gratefully  accept  the  resi- 
duary bequest  made  by  the  will  of  the  late  EVANGELINUS  A.  SOPHOCLES,  upon  the  trusts  named  in  said 
will,  and  that  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  receipt  to  the  Administrator  with  the  will  annexed 
for  any  and  all  payments  made  on  account  of  said  bequest. 

Voted,  that  the  thanks  of  the  President  and  Fellows  be  sent  to  the  officers  of  the  Second  Massachu- 
setts Cavalry  Volunteers  and  other  friends  of  the  late  General  CHARLES  RUSSELL  LOWELL  for  his  bust 
in  Italian  marble  by  DANIEL  C.  FRENCH,  which  has  been  recently  placed  by  them  in  Memorial  Hall. 

Voted,  to  reappoint  OLIVER  CLINTON  WENDELL,  A.M.,  Assistant  in  the  Observatory  from  March  1, 
1886,  to  March  1,  1887. 

The  resignation  of  HENRY  BARTON  JACOBS,  A.B.,  as  Proctor  was  accepted. 

The  resignation  of  WILLIAM  B.  GOLDSMITH,  M.D.,  as  Clinical  Instructor  in  Mental  Diseases  was 
accepted. 

Voted,  that  a  student  who  leaves  College  during  the  year  shall  be  charged  for  instruction  only  to  the 
end  of  that  third  of  the  academic  year  in  which  he  leaves,  if  before  that  time  he  gives  written  notice  of 
his  withdrawal  to  the  Secretary ;  otherwise  he  shall  be  charged  for  instruction  to  the  end  of  the  third  in 
which  such  written  notice  is  given. 

The  first  third  begins  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year,  and  ends  December  31st.  The  second 
third  begins  January  1st  and  ends  March  31st.  The  last  third  begins  April  1st  and  ends  at 
Commencement. 

MEETING  OF  APRIL  19,  1886.  —  The  Treasurer  reported  that  he  had  received  the  sum  of  $24,045.39 
on  account  of  the  residuary  bequest  of  Professor  SOPHOCLES. 

Voted,  on  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Law  School  to  alter  the  existing  practice  as  to 
assignment  of  scholarships  in  the  Law  School  by  the  adoption  of  the  following  rule  :  — 

A  limited  number  of  scholarships  of  the  annual  value  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  each  shall  be 
hereafter  awarded  to  meritorious  students  standing  in  the  need  of  such  assistance,  who  have  been  in  the 
School  one  full  year  at  least,  and  who  intend  to  remain  in  the  School  another  full  year  at  least.  The 
award  shall  be  made  by  the  Corporation  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  at  the  beginning  of  each 
academic  year.  One  third  of  the  annual  value  of  the  scholarships  is  paid  on  the  10th  of  October  follow- 
ing the  award,  one  third  on  the  12th  of  January,  and  one  third  on  the  12th  of  April.  Applications  for 
these  scholarships  must  be  made  in  writing,  to  the  Dean,  by  the  first  of  June.  In  making  the  award  a 
preference  shall  be  given  to  members  of  the  third-year  class,  and  no  scholarship  shall  be  granted  to  a 
member  of  the  second-year  class  unless  he  intends  to  remain  in  the  School  until  he  completes  the 
course. 

The  following  answers  were  received  from  the  Faculty  of  the  Law  School  in  relation  to  the  petitions 
recently  referred  to  them  by  this  Board :  — 

"  Voted,  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  Corporation  that  the  use  of  a  room  in  Austin  Hall  be  granted  to  students  who 
desire  a  course  in  Massachusetts  practice,  provided  the  instructor  employed  by  them  shall  be  selected  from  those  who  have 
received  the  degree  of  LL.B.,  cum  laude,  at  this  School. 

"  Voted,  that  the  Faculty  advise,  as  to  the  general  policy  of  the  School,  that  the  efforts  of  the  Governing  Boards  be 
directed  to  the  increase  of  the  staff  of  permanent  teachers ;  and  as  to  immediate  provision  of  additional  teaching,  that  they  have 
already  added  new  courses  of  instruction  for  the  ensuing  year  to  the  full  extent  of  the  present  resource*  of  the  School,  and 
that  these  new  courses  will  deal  with  some  of  the  subjects  mentioned  in  the  petition  referred  to  them." 

And  it  was  thereupon  Voted,  that  the  answers  of  the  Faculty  are  satisfactory  to  the  President  and 
Fellows,  and  that  the  President  be  requested  to  ask  the  Dean  of  the  Law  School  to  communicate  the 
substance  of  the  answers  to  the  students  from  whom  the  petitions  were  received. 
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Voted,  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  three  Trustees  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  to  serve  for  one  year 
from  January  1,  1886;  whereupon  ballots  being  given  in  it  appeared  that  WILLIAM  GHAT,  HENRY  J. 
BIGELOW,  and  HENRY  LEE  were  elected. 

Voted,  to  grant  leave  of  absence  to  the  Treasurer  for  a  journey  to  Europe  for  three  months,  from 
May  13,  1886. 

Voted,  that  for  three  months  from  May  13,  1886,  Mr.  ALLEN  DANFORTH,  Bursar  of  Harvard  College, 
shall  have  full  authority  to  act  for  the  Treasurer  in  all  ordinary  matters  of  business,  with  full  power  to 
collect  and  receipt  for  any  money  which  may  be  due  to  the  College  on  any  account,  to  endorse  in  the 
name  of  the  Treasurer  all  checks,  drafts,  and  notes  payable  to  the  Treasurer's  order,  or  payable  in  any 
form  to  the  College  or  any  of  its  departments,  and  to  sign  in  the  Treasurer's  name  all  checks  against 
College  money  on  deposit  in  the  Suffolk  National  Bank. 

Voted,  that  the  gift  to  the  Divinity  School  from  Mrs.  NATHANIEL  THAYER  of  a  marble  bust  of  Rev. 
ANDREW  P.  PEABODY  be  gratefully  accepted  and  that  the  thanks  of  the  President  and  Fellows  therefor 
be  sent  to  Mrs.  THAYER. 

Voted,  to  grant  the  request  of  the  Harvard  University  Cricket  Association  for  the  use  of  the  north- 
east portion  of  the  grounds  lying  back  of  Divinity  Hall  for  practice  during  the  coming  season. 

Voted,  to  appoint  FRANK  Louis  VAN  CLEEF,  A.B.,  Proctor  for  the  current  academic  year. 

Voted,  to  appoint  CHARLES  HALL  GRANDGENT,  A.B.,  Tutor  in  Modern  Languages  for  three  years 
from  September  1,  1886. 

Voted,  to  appoint  JOHN  ELIOT  WOLFF,  A.B. ,  Instructor  in  Petrology  for  the  year  1886-87. 

Voted,  that  the  annual  payment  for  each  Parker  Fellowship  shall  be  reduced  to  $700  a  year,  until 
the  further  order  of  this  Board ;  but  this  reduction  shall  not  apply  to  any  beneficiary  whose  original  ap- 
pointment was  made  before  the  year  1886. 

MEETING  OF  APRIL  23,  1886.  —  The  Treasurer  reported  that  he  had  received  through  Professor 
GRAY  an  anonymous  gift  of  one  thousand  dollars  to  be  added  to  the  capital  of  the  Herbarium  Fund, 
it  was  Voted  that  the  thanks  of  the  President  and  Fellows  therefor  be  sent  to  the  giver  through  Pro- 
fessor GRAY. 

Voted,  that  the  existing  rules  and  statutes  of  the  Plummer  Professorship  be  amended  so  as  to  read  aa 
follows  :  — 

I.  The  Professor  shall  be  styled  "  Plummer  Professor  of  Christian  Morals." 
II.  To  be  eligible  to  this  professorship  the  candidate  must  be  a  Master  of  Arts,  and  an  ordained 
minister  of  the  gospel,  bearing  the  character  of  a  learned,  pious,  and  honest  man. 

III.  His  duties  shall  be  — 

1st.  To  arrange,  in  consultation  with  the  Preachers  to  the  University,  the  religious  services  in 
Appleton  Chapel,  and  from  time  to  time  to  conduct  them. 

2d.  To  give  such  ethical  and  religous  instruction,  whether  by  lectures  or  recitations,  as  shall  be 
agreed  upon  in  the  assignment  of  studies  by  the  College  Faculty. 

3d.  By  counsel  and  sympathy,  by  personal  intercourse,  occasional  voluntary  meetings  and  other 
suitable  means,  to  promote  among  the  members  of  the  University  an  earnest  Christian  faith  and  life. 

IV.  It  shall  be  at  the  option  of  the  Professor  whether  to  belong  to  the  College  Faculty  or  not. 

V.  The  Professor  shall  hold  his  office  by  the  same  tenure  generally  as  the  other  professors  on 
foundations,  and  shall  be  subject  to  removal  by  the  President  and  Fellows  for  any  cause  by  them 
deemed  just^and  sufficient,  the  Overseers  consenting  thereto. 

VI.  The  President  and  Fellows,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Overseers,  shall  have  authority  to 
revise  and  amend  these  rules  and  statutes  from  time  to  time,  as  they  see  fit;  provided  only  that  no 
changes  are  introduced  inconsistent  with  the  conditions  and  the  general  purpose  of  the  foundation. 

Voted,  to  communicate  this  vote  to  the  Board  of  Overseers  that  they  may  consent  thereto  if  they  see  fit. 

Voted,  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Plummer  Professor  of  Christian  Morals ;  whereupon  ballots 
being  given  in  it  appeared  that  FRANCIS  GREENWOOD  PEABODY,  A.M.,  was  elected. 

Voted,  to  communicate  this  election  to  the  Board  of  Overseers  that  they  may  consent  thereto  if  they 
see  fit. 

Voted,  to  appoint  GERRIT  E.  HAMBLETON  WEAVER,  Instructor  in  History  for  the  year  1886-87. 

Voted,  to  grant  the  request  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  Posts  56  and  57  for  the  use  of 
Sanders  Theatre  for  their  Memorial  services  on  May  31st  next,  upon  the  same  conditions  as  last  year. 
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MEETING  OF  JANUARY  20,  1886.  —  The  Board  concurred  in  the  election  of  EDWARD  LAURENS 
M  U;K,  Ph.D.,  Hersey  Professor  of  Anatomy;  and  of  WILLIAM  LAMBERT  RICHARDSON,  M.D.,  Professor 
of  Obstetrics. 

A  letter  was  adopted  expressing  the  regret  of  the  Board  at  the  resignation  of  Mr.  ALEXANDER  AGASSIZ. 

Voted,  that  the  report  of  the  President  of  the  University  for  1885  be  printed. 

Voted,  that  in  the  judgment  of  this  Board  it  is  desirable  that  a  Peabody  Professorship  of  American 
Archaeology  and  Ethnology  be  established  in  the  University. 

The  Committee  on  Mathematics,  Physics,  and  Chemistry  read  a  report  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Reports  and  Resolutions. 

Mi  I.TING  OF  MARCH  3,  1886.  —  Messrs.  LYMAN,  RUSSELL,  and  HALE  were  appointed  to  consider 
what  action  should  be  taken  regarding  the  death  of  Mr.  FRANCIS  E.  PARKER  and  Mr.  HENRY  P.  KIDDER. 

The  Board  concurred  in  the  appointment  of  WILLIAM  CHRISTOPHER  SMITH,  A.B.,  and  JOHN 
MCGREGOR  GOODALE,  A.B.,  as  Proctors  for  the  current  academic  year ;  WILLIAM  SCHOFIELD,  LL.B., 
as  Instructor  in  Torts  for  the  ensuing  academic  year;  JOSEPH  BANGS  WARNER,  LL.B.,  as  Lecturer  on 
Constitutional  Law  for  the  year  1886-87;  FRANK  WILLIAM  TAUSSIG,  Ph.D,  as  Assistant  Professor  of 
Political  Economy  from  September  1,  1886. 

Also  in  the  vote  of  the  President  and  Fellows  to  establish  a  Peabody  Professorship  of  American 
Archaeology  and  Ethnology  in  the  University. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Lawrence  Scientific  School  was  presented  and  referred  in  course. 
Reports  from  the  Committee  on  Reports  and  Resolutions  were  presented.  Mr.  WOLCOTT  was  placed  on 
the  Committee  on  Requisitions  for  Admission,  &c.,  in  place  of  Mr.  PARKER,  deceased.  Adjourned  to 
March  17. 

MEETING  OF  MARCH  17,  1886.  —  The  Board  concurred  in  the  reappointment  of  CHARLES  POMEROY 
PARKER,  A.B.,  Tutor  in  Greek  and  Latin  for  three  years  from  September  1,  1886;  in  the  appointment 
of  CHARLES  MONTRAVILLE  GREEN,  M.D.,  Instructor  in  Obstetrics  for  the  current  academic  year. 

Petitions  were  received  from  undergraduates  of  the  College,  the  members  of  the  O.  K.  Society,  and 
members  of  the  Harvard  Law  School,  for  the  abolition  of  compulsory  attendance  at  College  prayers, 
which  were  referred  to  the  next  meeting.  Adjourned  to  March  24. 

MEETING  OF  MARCH  24,  1886.  —  The  Committee  on  Reports  and  Resolutions  returned  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Botanic  Garden  and  Herbarium  with  a  recommendation  that  it  be  printed ;  and  it 
was  so  voted.  They  also  returned  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library,  with  no  recommendation. 

A  Committee  of  five  was  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  petitions  with  reference  to  morning 
prayers,  and  the  entire  subject  of  religious  services  in  the  College,  and  the  religious  needs  and  interests 
of  the  College,  and  to  recommend  such  measures  as  to  them  may  seem  proper  and  desirable.  Messrs. 
LOWELL,  BROOKS,  President  ELIOT,  PEABODY,  and  R.  M.  MORSE  were  appointed  on  that  Committee. 

MEETING  OF  APRIL  14,  1886. — No  business  was  transacted. 

MEETING  OF  APRIL  22,  1886. — The  Hon.  C.  R.  CODMAN  presided  in  the  absence  of  President 
HOAR.  The  Board  voted  to  concur  with  the  President  and  Fellows  in  appointing  JOHN  ELIOT  WOLFF, 
A.B.,  Instructor  in  Petrology  for  the  year  1886-87,  and  FRANK  Louis  VAN  CLEEF,  A.B.,  Proctor  for 
the  current  academic  year ;  also  to  concur  in  electing  WILLIAM  GRAY,  HENRY  J.  BIGELOW,  and  HENRY 
LEE  Trustees  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  for  one  year  from  January  1,  1886.  The  Committee  on  the 
requisites  for  admission  to  the  College,  the  present  elective  system,  and  the  system  of  voluntary  attend- 
ance at  recitations  presented  its  report  by  Mr.  LODGE,  a  minority  report  being  presented  by  Mr.  SMITH. 
The  reports  were  accepted  from  the  Committee  and  the  Committee  discharged.  It  was  voted  to  lay 
both  reports  on  the  table  pending  their  printing  for  the  use  of  the  Board.  The  Committee  on  th«

1.  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  the  Plummer  Professorship  should  be  filled  at  once,  the  statutes 
of  the  professorship  being  modified  to  meet  the  changes  in  the  circumstances  of  the  College  which  have 
occurred  since  they  were  passed  in  1855. 
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2.  That  five  clergymen   should  be  annually  appointed  to  take  part  in  the   religious   exercises 
Applcton  Chapel  and  also  in  conducting  the  daily  prayers. 

The  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Board.     Resolutions  were  .offered  and  adopted  on  the  deaths 
Messrs.  FRANCIS  EDWARD  PARKER  and  HENRY  P.  KIDDER,  expressive  of  the  high  appreciation  in  which 
those  gentlemen  were  held  by  the  Board.

313.  A.  D.  1457.    China  and  Japan. 

From  a  Chinese  treatise,  Yik-tung-che,  in  the 
British  Museum.  Shows  eastern  coast  of  China 
and  the  islands  of  Japan  and  Lew-Chew.  Korea 
is  in  the  north. 

314.  A.  D.  1490.    Eastern  India,  from  the  Ptol- 

emy of  1490. 

The  furthest  point  to  the  west  is  the  gulf  of 
Ganges.  The  Pacific  coast  is  cut  off  by  the  right- 
hand  edge  of  the  map,  and  this  is,  in  Kohl's  opinion, 
the  shore  Columbus  believed  that  he  was  skirting  in 
sailing  along  the  gulf-side  of  Central  America.  The 
name  Cattigara,  here  on  the  land  at  the  right-hand 
edge  of  the  map,  Kohl  says  he  finds  in  early  maps 
on  the  west  coast  of  South  America.  See  Winsor's 
Bibliog.  of  Ptolemy. 

315.  A.  D.  1513.    Pacific  Ocean. 

A  Portuguese  map.  The  west  coast  of  America 
is  unindented,  and  runs  nearly  northwest  from  4° 
south  latitude.  The  Moluccas  and  the  southeast  pe- 
ninsula of  Asia  are  shown.  Follows  a  chart  pre- 
served in  the  Military  Museum  at  Munich.  Kohl 
supposes  it  to  embody  the  explorations  of  Antonio 
da  Miranda  de  Azevedo  in  1513,  who  joined  at  the 
Moluccas  an  earlier  expedition  (1511-1512)  by  Fran- 
cisco SerrSo  to  those  islands.  This  map  is  sketched 
•n  the  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  America,  ii.  p.  440.  See 
section  ix.,  under  A.  D.  1513. 

316.  A.  D.  1518.  (?)    Pacific  Ocean. 

On  the  extreme  west  are  the  "  Ilhas  de  Maluqua," 
on  the  extreme  east  the  coast  discovered  by  Balboa 
in  1513,  and  beyond  the  coast  of  Yucatan,  Honduras, 
Cuba,  Florida,  etc.  In  mid-ocean  there  is  nothing. 
The  original  is  a  Portuguese  chart  in  the  Military 
Museum  at  Munich.  Kohl  supposes  it  to  have  been 
made  about  the  time  Magellan's  fleet  was  fitting  out, 
and  that  it  probably  represents  that  explorer's  views 
of  the  ocean  which  he  was  going  to  seek.  The  gulf 
of  Mexico  is  left  open  towards  the  Pacific.  The 
Pacific  is  made  about  100°  broad.  Sketched  in  the 
Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  America,  ii.  217. 


317.  A.  D.  1536.     The  Moluccas  by  Baptista 

Agnese. 

From  the  atlas  of  Agnese  in  the  British  Museum. 
Kohl  suspects  that  Agnese  used  the  maps  brought 
back  by  Del  Cano  from  Magellan's  expedition,  be- 
cause there  are  traces  of  Spanish  in  the  names,  and 
none  of  Portuguese.  The  names  in  Pigafetla's  nar- 
rative of  Magellan's  voyage  are  found  here  ;  and  the 
islands  are  placed  in  relation  to  each  other  as  to  di- 
rection and  distance  as  in  that  report.  The  Moluc- 
cas seem  to  be  curiously  duplicated,  the  one  draft 
of  them  being  15°  east  or  the  other. 

318.  A.  D.  1536.    Eastern  Asia  by  Agnese. 

From  the  same  Atlas  as  no.  317.  It  shows  the 
two  great  southern  peninsulas  of  Asia,  and  the  coast 
of  China. 

319.  A.  D.  1542.    Eastern  Asia  by  Rotz. 

"The  Indies  of  Orient,"  from  Rotz's  Boke  of 
Idrography  in  the  British  Museum.  It  shows  the 
two  great  Asiatic  peninsulas,  the  islands  of  Java, 
etc.,  and  what  seem  to  be  the  northern  parts  of  Aus- 
tralia; and  this,  in  Kohl's  opinion,  is  the  earliest 
instance  of  the  recognition  of  that  region  on  a  map. 
(Ante,  no.  55.) 

320.  A.  D.  1543.    Asia. 

Shows  the  whole  of  Asia.  From  the  Polyhistoria 
of  Solinus.  The  southeastern  part  becomes  a  conti- 
nental peninsula,  as  in  the  ancient  maps.  The 
editor  of  Solinus,  Tsingrinus,  did  not  recognize  the 
fact,  as  Kohl  thinks,  that  the  Portuguese  had  already 
on  their  maps  broken  up  this  extension  into  the 
East  Indian  Archipelago.  In  the  northeast  corner 
of  the  map  is  a  coast,  "  Terra  incognita,"  which 
seems  to  be  a  recognition  of  the  west  coast  of 
America. 

321.  A.  D.  1550.    Japan  and  the  China  Coast 

by  Freire. 

From  a  portolano  by  Juan  Freire,  inspected  by 
Kohl  while  in  the  hands  of  Santarem.  In  his  notes, 
Kohl  says  that  some  of  the  maps  in  it  are  dated 
1546,  though  this  one  is  undated;  but  he  believes  it 
to  have  been  made  about  1550.  It  was  in  1543  or 
154  5  that  the  Portuguese  under  Ferdinand  Mendez 
Pinto  reached  Japan ;  but  their  commercial  inter- 
course began  in  1549,  when  their  missionary  Xavier 
reached  the  island.  This  was  a  type  of  the  contour 
of  the  Japanese  coast  common  in  European  maps 
before  the  Dutch  reformed  the  shape  of  it  about 
100  years  later. 

322.  A.  D.  1558.    China  and  the  Moluccas  by 

Diego  Homem. 

From  Homem's  MS.  atlas  in  the  British  Museum. 
As  a  Portuguese,  Homem's  knowledge  of  the  China 
coast  was  superior  to  that  of  any  other  existing 
record,  and  better  than  that  employed  by  Ortelius 
and  Mercator  much  later. 

323.  A.  D.  1568.    The  East  India  Islands  by 

Mar  tines. 

The  chief  name  on  the  map  is  "  Isoli  Maluchi." 
He  gives  the  upper  coast  of  an  Antarctic  continent 
marked  "  discoperta  novamente."  The  map  is  less 
accurate  than  Homem's.  (See  ante,  no.  322.) 
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324.  A.  D.  1 570.     Straits  of  Anian  and  Neigh- 

boring Lands  by  Ortelius. 

From  the  Theatrum  orbis  terrartim,  Antwerp,  1570. 
Kohl  says  that  for  all  north  of  40°  (Japan)  Ortelius 
had  no  authority  but  Pliny,  Ptolemy,  Marco  Polo, 
and  the  geographical  traditions  of  his  time.  An 
"Oceanus  Scythicus"  is  given  above  58°  N.  lat, 
bounded  westerly  by  a  northern  peninsula  of  Asia. 
America  lies  wholly  south  of  the  same  ocean.  The 
peninsula  of  California  is  drawn,  but  represented 
very  broad;  the  gulf  is  called  "Mar  Vermeio." 
Japan  is  longest  east  and  west,  and  lies  midway 
between  Asia  and  America.  The  sea  contracts 
above  Japan,  in  48°  N.  lat.,  forming  the  straits  of 
Anian  ("  Stretto  di  Anian ").  He  gets  "  Quinci," 
"  Mangi,"  "  Mare  Cin,"  from  Marco  Polo.  The 
map  is  called  "  Tartarian  sive  Magni  Chami  regni 
typus." 

The  straits  of  Anian  seem  to  be  earliest  indicated 
on  the  Marlines  map  (ante,  in  section  ix.,  under 
A.  D.  1558).  Various  later  maps  in  that  section 
show  the  changing  notions  respecting  the  straits  of 
Anian. 

325.  A.  D.  1574.    Anian  and  Quivira  by  Forlani. 

A  small,  incomplete  sketch  of  Forlani's  map  (with- 
out comment  by  Kohl),  showing  the  straits  of  Anian 
separating  "  Anian  Regnum  "  from  "  Quivir,"  with 
"  Isle  di  Giapan,"  stretching  east  and  west  between 
the  Asiatic  and  American  coasts.  It  is  sketched  in 
the  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  America,  ii.  p.  454.

326.  A.  0.1592.    Northeastern  Asia  and  Japan 

from  Molineaux's  Globe.

From  a  MS.  sketch  on  vellum  in  the  British 
Museum,  purporting  to  have  been  sent  from  Madrid 
in  1609. 

328.  A.  D.  1636.    Japan. 

Called  "  Perfecte  Karte  van  de  gelegentheijdt  des 
Landts  van  lapan."  It  is  taken  from  a  book  pub- 
lished in  1636  (three  years  before  the  Portuguese 
were  expelled  from  Japan  by  the  Dutch),  entitled 
Rechte  Beschryvinge  van  het  mactigk  Koninghrijk  van 
Japan  (Lucas  and  Caron).  The  island  is  repre- 
sented as  connected  by  a  neck  with  the  continental 
"  Landt  van  Jesso." 

The  explorations  of  the  Dutch  gave  rise  to  the 
belief  in  a  large  island  lying  in  the  north  Pacific, 
between  America  and  Asia,  called  the  island  of 
"  Jesso,"  with  the  supposed  straits  of  Anian  on  the 
east,  and  the  "  Detroit  de  Vries  "  on  the  west.  It 
clung  for  some  time  to  the  maps.  Cf.  Nar.  and 
Crit.  Hist.  America,  ii.  pp.  463,  464,  where  is  a  fac- 


simile of  the  map  of  Hennepin,  as  repeated  by  Cam- 
panius.     There  are  other  indications  of  it  in  maps 
noted  in  section  ix.,  after  this  date.     (See  post, 
33°-) 

329.  A.  D.  1700.     Northeastern  Asia  by 
Ysbrand  Ydres. 

Made  from  explorations  of  this  agent  of  the  Rt 
sian  government,  and  published  as  "  Nova  Tabu 
Imperii  Russici."     "  Kamzatza  "  is  a  small  river 
the  region,  which  ought  to  show  the   peninsula 
Karhtschatka,  but  instead  shows  a  rectangular  caj 
with  the  Pacific  shore  running  north  and  south,  ar 
the  Arctic  shore  east  and  west. 

330.  A.  D.  1706.  Terra  de  Yesso  by  Lugtenber 

A  curious  configuration  of  North  America  is 
bounded  on  the  north  by  Hudson's  bay,  connecting 
by  the  straits  of  Anian  with  the  Pacific.  North  of 
these  straits,  and  west  of  Hudson's  bay  and  Baffin's 
bay,  is  an  elongated  (east  and  west)  "Terra  de 
Yesso,"  separated  at  the  west  end  by  the  "  Straet  de 
Vries  "  from  Yedso,  a  part  of  Asia,  of  which  Japan 
is  a  southern  peninsula.

PAINE,  on  account  of  the  bequest  for  the  benefit  of  the  Observatory,  the  sum  of  $105,000  in  cash,  and 
stocks  and  bonds  which  he  had  sold  for  the  further  net  sum  of  $52,135.75  in  addition  to  accrued  ir 
terest.     The  Robert  Treat  Paine  Fund  for  the  Observatory  now  amounts  to  $162,135.75,  of  which  $5,000 
is  specially  invested  in  the  real  estate  bought  from  the  widow  of  Mr.  Paine  in  May  last,  with  money 
received  from  the  Executor. 
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The  Treasurer  reported  that  lie  had  received  the  sum  of  $194.12  as  a  final  payment  on  account  of  the 
residuary  bequest  of  Professor  SOPHOCLES.

Voted,  to  accept  the  resignation  of  Rev.  RICHARD  MONTAGUE,  A.B.,  as  Preacher  to  the  University 
for  the  year  1886-87. 

Voted,  to  accept  the  resignation  of  FREDERICK  REED,  A.B.,  as  Proctor. 

The  President  reported  an  anonymous  gift  of  $100  for  the  Veterinary  School  for  the  purposes  referred 
to  in  the  Corporation  Vote  of  June  28,  1886. 

The  Treasurer  read  a  letter  from  WILLIAM  G.  CHOATE,  Esq.,  in  relation  to  the  interest  of  the  College 
under  the  will  of  the  late  JULIUS  HALLGARTEN  of  New  York,  and  the  letter  was  placed  on  file. 
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MEETING  OP  MAY  5,  1886. — The  Board  appointed  Messrs.  A.  PERRIN,  A.  THORNDIKE,  and  A. 
COOLIDGE,  jr.,  Inspectors  of  Polls  at  the  next  Commencement,  and  concurred  in  the  appointment  of 
G.  E.  H.  WEAVER  ;  also  in  amendments  to  the  rules  of  the  Plummer  Professorship. 

MEETING  OP  MAY  12,  1886.  —  The  Board  concurred  in  the  appointment  of  five  Preachers  to  the 
University,  who  with  the  Plummer  Professor  of  Christian  Morals  shall  arrange  and  conduct  the  relig- 
ious services  of  the  University ;  and  also  concurred  in  the  election  of  FRANCIS  GREENWOOD  PEABODT 
as  Plummer  Professor  of  Christian  Morals.

2.  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Overseers,  in  addition  to  the  present  requisitions  for  admit- 
tance to  the  department  of  history,  a  proper  knowledge  of  the  outlines  of  universal  history  and  of  the 
history  of  the  United  States  should  also  be  required. 
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3.  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  a  more  constant  attendance  at  recitations  shoulc 
be  required,  and  such  attendance  should  be  more  stringently  enforced  than  is  now  the  case. 

4.  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  a  more  careful  attention  should  be  given  by  the 
Faculty  to  the  administration  of  the  elective  system,  and  that  a  more  careful  supervision  should  be  exer 
cised  by  the  Faculty,  through  committees,  or  in  such  other  way  as  may  seem  best,  over  the  choice  of 
studies  made  by  students,  and  over  the  results  of  such  choice  as  shown  by  the  daily  work  of  the 
undergraduates. 

—  Concurred  in  amending  Statute  no.  5,  by  striking  out  "  at  which  the 
attendance  of  students  is  required."

M.  MACVANE. 

MEETING  OF  JUNE  30,  1886.  —  Concurred  in  the  change  of  the  Statutes  so  that  the  Parietal  Com- 
mittee is  excused  from  attendance  at  daily  prayers. 

Concurred  in  the  appointments  in  the  College. 

Concurred  in  the  conferring  of  degrees. 

ANNUAL  MEETING,  SEPTEMBER  29,  1886.  — Hon.  E.  E.  HOAR  was  re-elected  President  of  the  Board. 
Eev.  ALEXANDER  MCKENZIE,  D.D.,  was  re-elected  Secretary  of  the  Board  for  three  years.  Concurred 
in  the  appointments  of  the  Corporation.  The  following  persons  were  recognized  as  elected  members  of 
the  Board  at  the  last  Commencement:  HENRY  LEE,  ROBERT  M.  MORSE,  jr.,  JAMES  F.  CLARKE,  JOHN 
O.  SARGENT,  and  HENRY  W.  PUTNAM,  for  six  years ;  T.  JEFFERSON  COOLIDGE,  for  five  years ;  and 
FRANCIS  C.  LOWELL,  for  one  year. 

Messrs.  GREEN,  SHATTUCK,  and  LINCOLN  were  appointed  a  committee  to  nominate  the  standing 
committees  of  the  Board. 


CLASSIFICATIONS  OP  THE  BULLETIN.  Beginning  with 
number  18  of  the  Bulletin,  library  accessions  have  been 
classed  under  separate  heads,  for  greater  convenience  to 
those  following  special  studies.  As  the  headings  are  brief, 
some  of  the  subjects  which  fall  under  each  (other  than  those 
which  are  perfectly  apparent)  are  here  indicated. 

Works  of  a  '(1)  General  and  miscellaneous  nature  come 
first,  including  bibliography,  library  economy  and  history, 
and  works  on  books  and  reading.  This  heading  is  followed 
by  (2)  Theology  and  philosophy,  under  which  are  placed 
both  general  and  physiological  psychology,  ecclesiastical 
and  biblical  subjects,  ethics  and  ethnic  religions.  (3)  Science 
embraces  medicine,  veterinary  science,  pseudo-science,  and 
magic.  (4)  Useful  arts  includes  all  forms  of  industrial 
science,  manufactures  and  handicrafts,  the  combative  arts, 
agriculture,  landscape-gardening,  building  (but  not  archi- 
tecture), navigation,  and  aeronautics.  (5)  Fine  arts  em- 
braces music,  the  archaeology  of  art  and  numismatics. 
6)  Antiquities  (including  folk-lore)  takes  other  depart- 


ments of  archaeology;  popular  ballads  and  tales,  as  well  as 
mediseval  romances,  find  their  place  here,  while  ballads  not 
of  popular  origin  appear  under  the  final  head ;  here  too 
are  placed  anthropology  and  ethnology.  The  scope  of  (7) 
History  and  geography  (including  politics  and  general 
biography)  is  sufficiently  indicated  by  its  title,  but  it  should 
be  explained  that  biographies  of  artists  should  be  looked 
for  under  Fine  arts,  of  astronomers  under  Science,  etc. ; 
genealogies  and  heraldry  also  fall  here.  Under  (8)  Law 
and  sociology  appear  statistics,  commerce,  finance,  political 
economy,  jurisprudence,  reforms,  charities,  education,  pub- 
lic morality  and  hygiene,  and  public  works,  together  with 
manners  and  customs,  sports  and  games.  (9)  Philology 
embraces  all  departments,  not  only  of  language,  but  also 
of  classical  and  oriental  studies,  excepting  such  as  more 
properly  fall  under  the  second  and  sixth  heads.  Palaeo- 
graphy also  is  placed  under  this  heading.  Finally,  (10) 
Literature  includes  elocution  and  rhetoric.

340.  A.  D.  1450.  The  Northern  Coast  of  Europe. 

From  a  mappemonde  found  in  the  "  Museum 
Borgianum,"  and  supposed  to  be  made  by  a  German. 
The  island  "  Anglia  "  and  "  Scotia  "  is  shown. 

341.  A.  D.  1534.    Scandinavia  by  Bordone. 

From  the  Isolario  de  Benedetto  Bordone,  Venice, 
1534,  the  earlier  edition  having  appeared  in  1528. 
It  shows  the  Baltic,  the  Scandinavian  peninsula 
with  "  Engronelant "  (Greenland)  lying  north  of  it, 
and  connected  by  an  isthmus  with  northwestern 
Europe.  (Ante,  nos.  48,  103.) 

342.  A.  D.  1540.    Northwestern  Europe,  from 

the  Ptolemy  published  at  Basle. 

The  north  Atlantic  is  confined  on  the  east  by 
Norway,  on  the  north  by  a  neck  called  "  Gronland, 
i.  e.  Virens  terra,"  and  on  the  west  by  "  Terra  nova 
sive  de  Baccalaos,  (Bacalhos),"  —  whose  coast  is  in- 
terrupted at  the  northwest  by  a  square  or  vignette. 
"  Island,  Thyle  "  is  a  large  island  in  the  midst  of 
this  ocean.  In  the  extreme  north,  beyond  the  land, 
is  the  "  Oceanus  Hyperboreus."  An  inscription 
south  of  the  "  Gronland  "  isthmus  reads  :  "  Capi- 
unter  hie  Stockfish."  (Ante,  no.  52,  A.  D.  1540.) 


343.  A.  D.I  548.    Northwestern  Europe. 

From  the  map  known  as  the  Dauphin,  or  Henri 
II.,  which  Kohl  used  while  in  Jomard's  possession. 
It  shows  the  Baltic,  and  a  large  vaguely  defined 
country  to  the  north  marked  "  Groolande  "  (Green- 
land), and  on  its  northern  coast  "  Vinllapie  "  (Fin- 
lapland).  Cf.  ante,  no.  156. 

344.  A.  D.  1546.    Scandinavia. 

Shows  the  Baltic,  "  Suecia,"  and  "  Islamda  "  (Ice- 
land). From  a  MS.  atlas  by  Juan  Freire,  in  the 
possession,  when  Kohl  took  it,  of  Santarem.  One 
branch  of  the  Baltic  is  made  to  connect  with  the 
northern  ocean.  Kohl  suggests  from  the  fact  that 
the  names  in  the  north  are  Portuguese,  or  at  least 
not  Scandinavian,  that  the  Freire  did  not  use  north- 
ern drafts.  (Ante,  no.  152.) 

345.  A.  D.  1 567.  Scandinavia  by  Olaus  Magnus. 

From  an  engraved  map  in  the  history  of  Scandi- 
navia by  Olaus  Magnus,  which  represents  geographi- 
cal knowledge,  as  Kohl  thinks,  of  a  much  earlier 
date.  A  peninsula  in  the  northwest  part  of  the 
map,  extending  to  82°  n.  lat.,  is  marked  "  Grunt- 
londia,"  and  a  legend  says :  "  Hie  habitant  pigmei 
vulgo  Screlinger  dicti,"  recognizing  the  Scandinavian 
name  of  the  Eskimo.  (Ante,  no.  106,  A.  D.  1567.) 

346.  A.  D.  1570.  North  Atlantic  by  Stephanius. 

From  Torfaeus's  Gronlandia  Antiqua,  and  marked 
"  Sigurdus  Stephanius  delineavit,  Anno,  1570."  The 
draft  was  seemingly  based  on  records  or  traditions 
of  early  Scandinavian  voyages  to  the  west  from  Ice- 
land, which  here  is  placed  as  "  Island  "  in  the  centre 
of  the  map.  On  the  west  the  coast  of  Norway  is 
called  "  Biarmaland."  North  of  this,  a  narrow 
strait  is  shown  as  connecting  with  water  known  to 
the  Russians,  or  running  towards  their  country.  On 
the  north  is  "  Jotunheimar  "  and  "  Riseland  "  (land 
of  giants) ;  on  the  west  a  long  cape,  "  Heriolfsness," 
seems  to  be  Greenland's  southern  point ;  at  the 
southwest  a  cape  stretches  northward  which  is 
marked  "  Promontorium  Vinlandiae,"  which  Kohl 
thinks  may  have  been  Newfoundland.  Between 
this  and  Greenland  lie  (going  south)  "  Helleland," 
(stony  land),  "  Markland  "  (woody  land),  and 
"  Skraelingeland  "  (land  of  dwarfs). 

Kohl  gives  a  sketch  of  this  map  in  his  Discovery 
of  Maine.  (See  ante,  no.  106,  A.  D.  1570.) 

347.  A.  D.  1570.    The  North  Atlantic. 

Torfaeus,  who  gives  this  map,  says  of  it :  "Jonas 
Gudmundi  filius  delineavit,  vir  curiosus  Islandus." 
Kohl  thinks  it  follows  Scandinavian  traditions.  The 
north  Atlantic  is  shown  as  landlocked,  except  there 
is  a  narrow  strait  connecting  with  the  Arctic  sea, 
north  of  the  Scandinavian  peninsula,  and  a  con- 
tracted continuation  of  the  ocean  at  the  south,  be- 
tween "  Gallia "  and  a  land,  the  northern  part  of 
which  is  seen,  and  called  "  America,"  "  Terra  Flor- 
ida," "  Albania,"  etc.  Above  this  is  another  chan- 
nel, running  west  from  the  enclosed  ocean.  The 
west  and  north  of  this  ocean  is  bounded  by  a  land 
marked  (going  north)  "  Wester  Bygd,"  "  Oster 
Bygd,"  "  Kroksfiorderheide,"  "  Risaland,"  and  "  Hel- 
leland."

348.  A.  D.  1 595.    Nassau  Strait  by  Barentz. 

From  De  Bry,  third  part  of  the  Oriental  series,  or 
Minor  Voyages,  published  at  Frankfort,  1601.  Kohl 
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assigns  the  surveys  on  which  this  map  is  constructed 
to  the  second  voyage  of  Barentz  in  1 595.  The  map 
was  re-engraved  in  the  Begin  ende  Voortgange  van  de 
Oost-Indische  Compagnie,  1646,  vol.  I.,  p.  6.  The 
strait  is  that  south  of  Nova  Zembla,  separating  it 
from  the  main. 


349.  A.  D.  1595.     Northern    Europe   by   Lin- 
schoten. 

This  is  from  the  engraved  map  in  Part  10  of  the 
same  series  of  De  Bry  (1613).  Linschoten  accom- 
panied Barentz  in  his  expedition  of  1594-  It  follows 
the  coast  from  the  eastern  shore  of  Norway  to  be- 
yond Nova  Zembla. 


350.  A.  D.  1597.    Kova  Zembla  by  De  Veer. 

From  the  map  in  the  third  part  of  the  same  series 
of  De  Bry  (1601).  Gerhard  de  Veer  was  with 
Barentz  on  his  three  northern  voyages.  A  facsimile 
of  this  map,  Caerte  van  Nova  Zembla  .  .  .  door  Gerrit 
de  Veer,  is  given  in  the  Three  Voyages  of  Willem 
Barentz,  published  by  the  Hakluyt  Society  in  1876, 
as  well  as  in  that  society's  Three  Voyages  by  the  North 
East,  published  in  1853. 


351.  A.  D.  1606.    North  Atlantic. 

From  Torfaeus's  Gronlandia  Antiqua,  1606,  where 
it  is  called:  "Delineatio  Gronlandiae  Gudbrandi 
Torlacii,  Episcopi  Holensis."  It  resembles  some- 
what no.  347,  ante ;  but  the  land  called  "America" 
in  that  is  here  named  "  Estotilandia."  "  Gron- 
landia "  is  better  drawn,  of  which  the  east  shore  is 
marked :  "  Latus  orientale  Groenl.  inhabitatum."  It 
is  sketched  in  Kohl's  Discovery  of  Maine,  p.  109. 


352.  A.  D.  1613.    Northern  Russia  and  Nova 
Zembla  by  De  Bry. 

From  Part  10  of  the  same  series  of  De  Bry,  pub- 
lished in  1613.  It  purports  to  be  taken  from  a  Rus- 
sian map,  and  the  language  of  that  to  be  translated 
into  Latin. 

The  map  by  Isaac  Massa  is  reproduced  in  the 
Hakluyt  Society  volumes, —  The  three  Voyages  of  Wil- 
lem Barentz  (1876)  and  Three  Voyages  by  the  North 
£0*1(1853). 


353.  A.  D.  1773.    North-western  Europe,  Spitz- 
bergen  and  Greenland  by  Fhipps. 

It  shows  the  ocean  north  of  50°,  and  west  of  the 
meridian  running  through  Iceland  ;  a  part  of  Green- 
land is  projected  above  71°.  From  the  map  given 
by  Constantine  John  Phipps  in  his  Voyage  towards 
the  North  Pole,  London,  1774. 


354.  A.  D.  1818.    North  Atlantic  by  Buchan. 

It  shows  Iceland,  Norway,  Spitzbergen,  and  the 
east  coast  of  Greenland.  It  is  taken  from  the  chart 
in  F.  W.  Beechey's  Voyage  of  Discovery  towards  the 
North  Pole,  performed  in  his  Majesty's  Ships  Doro- 
thea and  Trent,  under  the  command  of  Capt.  D, 
Buchan,  London,  1843.

355.  A.  D.  i54o(?).    South  America.     (French.} 

Part  of  a  MS.  mappemonde  in  the  British  Mu- 
seum, supposed  to  have  been  made  by  order  of 
Francis  I.  for  the  Dauphin.  Cf.  Malte  Brun,  Hist, 
de  la  Geographie  (Paris,  1831),  vol.  i.,  p.  630.  The 
general  name  of  the  continent  seems  to  be  La  Terre 
du  Bresil,  which  convinces  Kohl  that  the  map-maker 
used  Portuguese  sources,  which  is  also  apparent 
from  the  Portuguese  flavor  of  the  French  names  on 
the  map,  where  French  is  used.  There  are,  how- 
ever, Spanish  legends  in  some  parts,  as  on  the  east 
coast  of  Patagonia.  There  are  no  names  on  the 
coast  of  Chili,  which  leads  Kohl  to  think  that  the 
map  could  not  have  been  made  long  after  1535, 
when  that  coast  became  well  known.  The  Amazon 
is  not  represented  except  in  its  mouth ;  and  as 
Orellana  did  not  explore  it  till  1543,  intelligence  of 
his  voyage  had  not  reached,  it  would  seem,  the 
draughtsman.  The  La  Plata  connects  with  the  Ama- 
zon's mouth,  making  an  island  of  the  most  easterly 
part  of  the  continent.  There  is  a  sketch  of  it  in 
the  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  America,  vol.  viii. 

—  A.  D.  1544. 

Cabot's  mappemonde.  (See  ante,  section  ii.,  sub 
1544.)  A  sketch  of  the  South  American  part  is 
given  in  the  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  America,  vol.  viii. 

—  A.  D.  I545-49- 

Medina's  Arts  de  navegar  (1545)  had  a  map  of 
South  America,  cut  off  above  the  La  Plata.  This 
same  cut  was  pieced  out  to  include  Magellan's  straits 
in  the  edition  of  1549,  A  facsimile  of  this  last  is 
given  in  the  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  America,  vol.  viii. 

—  A.  D.  1548. 

The  "  Carta  Marina  "  of  the  Ptolemy  of  this  year. 
See  ante,  under  no.  58.  A  facsimile  of  this  map  is 
given  in  the  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  America,  vol.  viii. 

356.  A.  D.  i55o(?).    South  America. 

From  a  Spanish  portolano  preserved  in  the  Bod- 
leian Library,  at  Oxford.  Indications  of  towns 
founded  after  1550  would  probably  put  the  date  of 
the  map  about  1560,  as  Kohl  indeed  says  in  his  an- 
notations, but  he  gives  the  date  "about  1550"  in 
the  title  of  it.  The  interior  of  the  continent  is 
rather  fancifully  laid  out,  and  the  coasts  are  not  so 
well  made  out  as  on  contemporary  Portuguese  charts. 
What  seem  to  be  the  Falkland  islands  are  called 
"ya"s  de  S.  anton." 

357.  A.  D.  I55o(?). 

A  less  perfect  draught  of  the  same. 
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—  A.  D.  1554- 

The  Bellero  map.  See  ante,  no.  64.  There  is  a 
facsimile  of  it  in  the  Nar.  and  Crit.

The  legends  on  the 
map  are  in  Latin ;  but  the  names  on  the  Brazil  coast 
are  in  Portuguese,  and  on  the  other  coasts  in  Spanish. 
Cordova,  founded  in  1573,  is  put  down,  and  this 
affords  an  anterior  limit  for  the  date  of  the  map. 
The  name  "  Rio  de  buena  Sarres "  leads  Kohl  to 
think  that  the  town  Buenos  Ayres  (1580)  had  not 
been  founded  when  the  map  was  made,  and  he  does 
not  know  the  ground  for  the  date  1585  (?),  adopted 
in  the  Museum  catalogue.  The  Paraguay  (called 
Parana)  runs  from  Lacus  Eupana,  which  has  con- 
nection also  through  various  channels  with  the  At- 
lantic, above  and  below  Cape  St.  Augustine.

Kohl  thinks  from  the  names  that  Rotz  de- 
rived more  help  from  Portuguese  than  from  Spanish 
sources.  The  two  chief  names  along  the  coast  are 
"  Coste  of  Brazil "  and  "  Coste  of  Caniballis."  It 
extends  from  Trinidad  to  below  Cape  St.  Augustine.

It  shows  the  coast  from  the  mouth  of  the  Amazon 
to  Panama,  and  the  watersheds  of  the  Amazon  and 
Orinoco.  The  original  MS.  map  was  acquired  by 
the  British  Museum  in  1845,  and  Kohl  is  inclined  to 
believe  it  the  identical  map  made  when  Ralegh  was 
on  the  Orinoco,  or  a  contemporary  copy  of  his  map. 
The  original  is  on  vellum,  and  Kohl  thinks  that  the 
manner  of  execution  points  to  a  date  earlier  than 
1600.  The  extent  of  the  map  corresponds  to  the 
map  which  Ralegh  tells  us  he  made  of  the  country, 
and  the  geographical  features  correspond  with  his 
narrative,  including  the  "  Lake  of  Manoa,"

The  usual  extensive  "  Parime  Lacus,"  with  its  city 
of  "  Manoa,"  appears.

This  map,  without  date,  was  made,  in  Kohl's  opin- 
ion, not  long  after  1744,  and  is  entitled,  "Provincia 
Quitensis  Societatis  Jesu  in  America  cum  tribus 
eadem  finitimis,  a  PP.  Carolo  Brentano  et  Nicholas 


de  la  Torre.  Romae."  A  legend  at  the  point  where 
the  Orinoco  and  Rio  Negro  (branch  of  Amazon) 
become  confluent  says  that  this  connection  was  dis- 
covered in  1744,  by  Father  Emanuel  Roman,  Su- 
perior of  the  Orinoco  missions.  The  Portuguese 
had  found  it  out,  however,  the  year  before.

Schouten. 

Showing  Magellan's  straits ;  Tierra  del  Fuego, 
which  is  made  a  single  large  island,  with  a  portion 
of  its  west  coast  unknown,  and  Lemaire's  channel 
separating  it  from  "  State  landt,"  the  western  end  of 
which  is  shown  ;  as  is  also  Schouten's  track  in  round- 
ing Cape  Horn.  It  follows  the  engraved  map  in 
the  Diarium  vel  descriptio  .  .  .  itineris  facti  a  Guilli- 
elmo  Cornelia  Schotenio  Hornano.  Amsterdami,  1619. 
The  map  is  called,  "  Caarte  van  de  nieuwe  Passage 
.  .  .  ontdeckt  ...  in  den  jare  1616  door  Willem 
Schouten  van  Hoorn."  Schouten's  own  charts  are 
lost,  says  Kohl ;  but  as  Willem  Jannson  wrote  the 
preface  to  the  book,  he  probably  made  this  map 
from  Schouten's  drafts.  Schouten  sailed  under  the 
patronage  of  some  Dutch  merchants,  chief  among 
whom  was  Isaac  Lemaire,  with  the  purpose  of  dis- 
covering some  other  passage  to  the  Pacific  than 
Magellan's  straits;  and  he  was  accompanied  by 
Jacob,  son  of  Isaac  Lemaire,  and  after  the  latter 
they  named  the  newly  found  passage  between  State 
landt  and  the  main  coast.

One  of  the  MS.  maps  of  Robert  Dudley,  preserved 
at  Munich,  on  which  his  Arcano  del  Mare,  published 
at  Florence  in  1646,  was  based.  Kohl  assigns  all  of 
Dudley's  maps  to  1630.  Tierra  del  Fuego  is  made 
a  completed  island  on  the  Schouten  idea.  "  Staten 
land  "  is  a  peninsula  of  a  great  Antarctic  continent.

"  Staten  Eylant "  has  the  insular  form  for  the  first 
time,  says  Kohl,  in  a  printed  map.

Magellan's  Straits  by  Nar- 
borough. 


Sir  John  Narborough  was  sent  out  by  Charles  II. 
in  1669  to  renew  explorations,  which  had  been  ne- 
glected for  many  years.  Narborough's  map,  three 
feet  long,  as  drawn  by  himself  on  parchment,  is  in 
the  British  Museum.  From  this  a  reduction  was 
engraved  and  published  in  London,  and  from  this 
engraving  —  "A  new  map  of  Magellan's  straits  dis- 
covered [sic]  by  Capt.  John  Narborough,  commander 
of  H.  M.  Ship  Sweepstakes  made  and  sold  by  P. 
Thornton  "  —  Kohl  makes  the  present  draft,  which 
he  thinks  was  largely  based  on  early  Dutch  surveys. 

410.    A.  D.  1670.     Patagonia   and   Tierra  del 
Fuego  by  Narborough. 

This  map  seems  also  mainly  derived  from  Dutch 
sources,  and  appeared  in  An  Account  of  several  late 
Voyages  and  Discoveries  to  the  South  and  North  by 
Sir  John  Narborough,  London,  1694.

Coast  South  of   Buenos 
Ayres. 

The  date  1700  is  given  by  Kohl  in  the  title,  but  it 
seems  to  be  an  error,  as  in  his  notes  he  says  the  map, 
which  is  a  MS.  one  preserved  in  the  British  Museum, 
grew  out  of  the  explorations  of  Juan  de  la  Piedra 
and  of  Antonio  and  Francisco  Viedma  in  1778  and 
1779,  under  instructions  from  Spain  to  form  settle- 
ments on  the  east  coast  of  Patagonia.  The  map 
also  shows  the  inland  explorations  of  Brazilio  Vil- 
larino  in  1782,  who  was  sent  out  by  Viedma.  Routes 
of  other  explorers  are  also  indicated. 

412.  A.  D.  1714.    Magellan's  Straits  and  Tierra 
del  Fuego  by  Frezier. 

This  is  one  of  the  maps  explained  by  Frezier  to 
Louis  XIV.,  when  he  returned,  in  1714,  from  the 
voyage  of  exploration  on  which  that  monarch  had 
sent  him  in  1712.  Cape  Horn  is  laid  down  in  55°  45'. 
The  west  coast  of  Tierra  del  Fuego  trends  nearly 
east  and  west.  The  eastern  parts  of  the  Falkland 


islands  are  shown,  with  tracks  of  vessels  from  St. 
Malo  from  1700  to  1713,  by  whom  they  are  said  to 
have  been  discovered.

This  shows  a  section  from  ocean  to  ocean  of  north- 
ern Patagonia  and  Chili,  and  was  based  by  Arrow- 
smith  on  data  got  from  the  explorations  of  Basilio 
Villarino  in  1782,  and  was  published  in  the  Journal 
of  the  Royal  Geographical  Society,  vol.  vi.  (1836). 

417.  A.  D.  1783.    East  Coast  of  Patagonia  by 

Viedma.

holds  that  the  names  along  the  coast  are  the  results 
of  the  voyages  of  Pinzon  and  Lepe. 

423.  A.  D.  1525.    Brazil  by  Lorenz  Friess. 

From  the  Carta  Marina  (Atlas)  of  Lorenz  Friess, 
published  in  1530,  but  it  represents  rather  the  con- 
dition of  knowledge  of  this  part  of  the  South  Ameri- 
can coast  after  the  Portuguese  explorations  of  1501-3. 
The  country  is  called,  "  Prisilia  sive  terra  papagalli." 
Another  (German)  inscription  reads, "  In  this  country, 
men  when  they  die,  are  cut  up,  smoked,  roasted  and 
eaten."  Another  says,  "  They  have  sailed  all  along 
this  coast,  but  no  one  has  penetrated  into  the  country." 
It  is  sketched  in  the  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  America, 
vol.  viii. 

424.  A.  D.  1542.    Coast  of  Brazil  by  Rotz. 

A  sketch  without  comment.  It  is  from  the  Idro- 
graphy.  See  ante,  no.  55.  Brazil  is  made  an  island. 

425.  A.  D.  1546.    Brazil  by  J.  Freire. 

It  shows  the  coast  from  the  mouth  of  the  Amazon 
to  La  Plata.  Copied  from  a  MS.  portolano  then  in 
the  possession  of  Santarem.  It  gives  latitude  with- 
out longitude,  and  Kohl  calls  it  the  earliest  good 
survey  by  astronomical  helps.  La  Plata  rises  in  a 
lake,  which  Kohl  believes  the  same  discovered  by 
Cabeca  de  Vaca,  and  for  the  first  time  laid  down  in 
this  map. 

426.  A.  D.  1547.    Brazil  by  Nic.  Vallard. 

From  a  MS.  atlas.     See  ante,  no.  154. 

427.  A.  D.  1556.    Brazil. 

From  Ramusio,  Viaggi,  vol.  iii.  (1556).  The  map 
appears  to  be  of  French  origin.  There  is  a  facsimile 
in  Paul  Gaffarel's  Bresil  Franfais,  p.  61. 

428.  A.  D.  1558.    Brazil  by  Diego  Homem. 

From  the  MS.  atlas  in  the  British  Museum.  See 
ante,  no.  67.  It  covers  the  same  extent  as  no.  425, 
but  the  coast  is  more  minutely  drawn,  and  be- 
sprinkled with  names,  quite  unlike  those  of  Freire. 
The  degrees  of  latitude  are  marked,  but  not  num- 
bered. 

429.  A.  D.  1558.    The  Amazon  and  the  North- 

ern Coast  by  Diego  Homem. 

From  the  same  atlas  as  no.  428.  That  part  of  the 
ocean  which  receives  the  flow  of  the  Amazon  is 
called  "  Mare  aque  dulcis."  The  river  itself  is 
called  "  Rio  de  S.  Juan  de  las  Amazonas."  The 
names  given  by  Orellana  are  scattered  along  its 
course.  The  name  "Omaga"  (Omagua)  is  said  by 
Kohl  to  be  here  seen  for  the  first  time  on  a  map. 
There  is  a  sketch  of  this  map  in  the  Nar.  and  Crit. 
Hist.  America,  viii. 

430.  A.  D.  1558.    The  Same. 
A  less  perfect  sketch. 

431.  A.  D.I  561.    Brazil  by  Ruscelli. 

Added  by  Ruscelli  to  the  ed.  of  Ptolemy,  pub- 
lished 1561,  and  thought  to  be  made  upon  the  draft 
published  by  Ramusio,  1556;  but  Ruscelli  adds  lines 
of  longitude  and  latitude,  which  Ramusio  did  not 
give.  Kohl  thinks  it  the  earliest  map  of  Brazil  on 
which  longitudes  are  marked.  They  are  nearly 
right — by  a  chance.

432.  A.  D.I  599.    South  America  by  Levinus 

Hulsius. 

An  engraved  map  published  at  Nuremberg,  and 
called,  "  Nova  et  exacta  Delineatio  Americae  partis 
Australis,  que  est  Brasilia,"  etc.  Kohl  says  that  the 
Orinoco  is  for  the  first  time  drawn  inland.  It  is 
represented  as  a  broad  stream,  with  a  mouth  filled 
with  many  islands.  The  usual  "  Parime  Lacus " 
connects  with  the  Atlantic  by  the  Caiane  and  Waia- 
pago  rivers.  A  large  "lacus  Eupuna"  connects 
north  with  the  Amazon,  east  with  the  ocean,  and 
south  (apparently)  with  the  La  Plata  river.  See 
facsimile  in  Nar.  and  Crit.  Hist.  America,  vol.  viii. 

—  A.  D.  1651. 

Brazil,  in  Jannson's  Atlas  Minor,  ii.  417.  It  re- 
sembles Ramusio's,  no.  427,  ante. 

433.  A.  D.  1656.    The  Amazon  by  Sanson. 

A  published  map,  "  Le  Peru  et  le  Cours  de  la 
Riviere  Amazon,  Paris,  1656."  It  was  made  in 
large  part  after  the  reports  of  Father  d'Acunha,  who 
accompanied  Pedro  Texeira  in  1638  on  his  trip  up 
the  Amazon,  thence  to  Quito,  and  return.  An  ac- 
count of  the  journey  was  published  in  Madrid  in 
1640,  but  without  a  map.'  This  map,  fashioned  by 
Sanson,  on  that  account  continued  to  be  the  best, 
down  to  the  map  of  Father  Fritz  in  1717. 

434.  A.  D.  1695.    Brazil  by  Corouelli. 
A  small  sketch,  without  comment. 

435.  A.  D.  1700.  (?)    The  Amazon  by  Fritz. 

After  a  MS.  map  in  the  Depot  de  la  Marine  at 
Paris,  without  date  or  author,  called  "  Rio  de  Ma- 
rannon  o  de  Amazonas."  Kohl  thinks  it  either  a 
copy  of  Father  Fritz's  map,  as  he  made  it,  or  as  it 
was  engraved  in  Quito  in  1707.  The  names  agree 
with  those  in  Fritz's  report.  It  does  not  give  the 
upper  course  of  the  Ucayale,  which  is  given  in  no. 
438  (post),  but  it  gives  details  generally  with  greater 
fulness. 

436.  A.  D.  1703.    The  Amazon  by  Delisle. 

It  is  called,  "  Carte  du  Pays  des  Amazones,  par 
De  1'Isle,  d'apres  Herrera,  Laet,  Acuna,  Rodriguez, 
etc.,  1703."  It  is  incorrect  in  many  important  par- 
ticulars. 

437.  A.  D.  1703.    Brazil  by  Delisle. 

Called,  "Carte  du  Bresil  d'apres  Herrera,  Laet, 
Acuna,  Rodriguez  et  sur  plusieurs  relations,  1703." 
Kohl  considers  Sanson's  map  of  1656  far  more  ac- 
curate. 

438.  A.  D.  1707.    The  Amazon  by  Fritz. 

The  German  Jesuit  missionary,  Father  Samuel 
Fritz,  was  familiar  with  the  river  after  1686,  and 
during  his  journeys  he  used  rude  instruments  to 
make  observations  of  latitude,  but  he  had  none  to 
determine  longitude,  though  lines  of  longitude  are 
given  in  his  map.  This  map  was  engraved  in  Quito 
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in  1707,  and  is  the  earliest  map  based  on  any  astro- 
nomical observations.  A  reduced  copy  of  it  was,  in 
1717,  published  in  the  Lettres  Hdifiantes,  but  was 
unaccompanied  by  Fritz's  reports,  which  were  never 
published.  It  remained  the  best  map  till  that  of 
Condamine  (1744)  was  published.  The  present 
copy  follows  the  reduction  of  the  Lettres  £difiantes 
(vol.  xii.,  p.  212). 

439.  A.  D.  1744.    The  Amazon  by  Condamine. 

Condamine  was  on  the  river  in  1743  and  1744,  and 
he  was  provided  with  better  instruments  than  Fritz 
possessed,  so  that  he  placed  points  on  the  river  as- 
tronomically with  more  accuracy.  Kohl  by  a  dotted 
line  plots  in  on  the  same  drafts,  for  comparison,  the 
survey  by  Fritz. 

440.  A.  D.  1749.    The  River  Madeira  from  Sou- 

they's  Papers. 

From  a  MS.  map  in  the  British  Museum,  which 
had  belonged  to  Robert  Southey,  when  he  was  writ- 
ing his  Hist,  of  Brazil.  It  is  a  Portuguese  map,  and 
seems  to  have  been  made  by  a  trader  from  Para.

Amich. 


After  a  Spanish  MS.  map  by  Fr.  Jose  Amich,  pre- 
served in  the  British  Museum.  Kohl  thinks  that 
Amich's  advances  in  the  cartography  of  this  region 
were  not  well  known  for  some  time  after  1769. 

443.  A.  D.  1790.     The  Huallaga  and  ITcayali 

Rivers  by  Sobreviela. 

This  is  a  map  made  by  Father  Francisco  Manuel 
Sobreviela  in  1790,  as  corrected  by  Amadeo  Chau- 
melle  in  1830,  and  published  that  year  at  Lima. 

444.  A.  D.  1814.    The  Rivers  Ucayale  and  Hual- 

laga by  Father  Carballo. 

Father  Paule  Monso  Carballo  belonged  to  the 
Franciscan  convent  of  Ocopa  in  Peru.  He  used  the 
MS.  maps  in  the  archives  of  ais  convent  which  had 
been  deposited  from  time  to  time  by  the  mission- 
aries whom  it  had  sent  out.

A  MS.  Carta  geographica  das  Provincial  do  Grao

Nicolas  Val- 
lard de  Dieppe,  1547."  It  has  been  questioned  if 
this  was  not  the  name  of  the  owner,  rather  than  of 
the  maker  of  the  atlas,  but  Kohl  says  the  writing  is 
the  same  as  the  inscriptions  contained  on  the  maps. 
The  tropic  of  Capricorn  is  marked,  but  the  degrees 
of  latitude,  though  traced,  are  not  numbered.  The 
names  are  mostly  Portuguese,  but  with  an  occasional 
French  turn.  The  bay  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  is  drawn 
but  not  named.

A  Dutch  map,  which  accompanied  an  account  of 
a  voyage  made  from  Holland  in  1598  by  the  Dutch 
admiral,  Lauren  Bicker. 

451.  A.  D.  1600.    La  Plata. 

A  Spanish  map  published  by  Jodocus  Hondius  in 
his  Atlas  in  1607. 

452.  A.  D.  1630-35.    Parana  and  Uruguay 
Rivers. 

The  earliest  map  constructed  by  the  Jesuit  mis- 
sionaries, and  published  by  Blaeu  in  his  Atlas.  It 
shows  the  stations  which  were  destroyed  and  those 
which  were  spared  in  the  raids  of  the  slave  hunters 
of  St.  Paulo,  1630-35.

This  map  was  made 
from  memory  after  Francia,  the  dictator  of  Para- 
guay, had  seized  the  papers  of  Dr.  Pablo  Soria,  who 
had  conducted  the  exploration  for  a  company  in 
Buenos  Ayres.  The  present  copy  follows  a  draft 
made  for  the  Geographical  Society  of  Paris.

After  a  map  in  the  Depot  de  la  Marine  in  Paris, 
made  by  the  Father  Procurator  of  the  Jesuits  in 
Chili,  who  acknowledges  his  indebtedness  to  De 
Laet,  Herrera,  and  De  Bry.  Kohl  engraves  it  in 
his  Magellan  's-Strasse.

•»*  There  is  a  condensed  list  of  these  papers,  in  the  Appendix  (pp.  213-230)  of  The  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  Jared 
Sparks,  with  a  list  of  the  historical  manuscripts  collected  by  him  and  now  deposited  in  the  Library  of  Harvard  University  : 
Cambridge,  1871.  This  appendix  has  been  heretofore  the  only  key  to  the  contents  of  the  collection,  which  is  kept  in  a  sepa- 
rate case  in  the  Library.  The  Roman  numbers  for  headings  in  the  present  Calendar  show  the  order  in  which  the  volumes  stand 
in  the  case,  being  arranged  alphabetically  under  four  classes,  —  English,  French,  Spanish,  Miscellaneous.  The  Preface  of  the 
above-named  Catalogue  says  of  the  papers  that  under  Mr.  Sparks's  will  they  were  made  the  property  of  his  son,  Mr.  William 
Eliot  Sparks,  with  a  conditional  reversion  to  Harvard  University.  Mr.  W.  E.  Sparks  has  since  (Sept.  1886)  died.  The  same 
account  adds  that  these  papers  "were  collected  with  intuitive  skill  and  increasing  ability  during  various  tours,  undertaken 
since  1819  for  the  purpose :  first  in  the  thirteen  original  states ;  often  elsewhere  in  his  own  enlarged  country ;  three  times  in 
prolonged  visits  to  Europe;  by  means  also  of  bis  extensive  correspondence  during  the  years  1819-1866."  Then  referring  to 
papers  still  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Sparks's  family,  the  preface  goes  on  to  say :  "  These  letters  are  arranged  in  sixty  large 
volumes,  with  a  daily  index.  The  Journals  of  the  tours  point  out  the  deposits  of  many  unknown  treasures ;  sketching  scenes, 
characters  and  incidents — thus  preserving  information  and  reproducing  reminiscences  of  a  period  far  more  remote."  This  is 
the  material  for  some  future  adequate  biography  of  Mr.  Sparks,  who  has,  however,  already  been  commemorated  in  an 
extended  memorial,  which  was  prepared  with  every  advantage  of  access  to  his  papers,  by  his  friend,  the  Rev.  Dr.  George 
Edward  Ellis,  for  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society.  This  appeared  first  in  the  Proceedings  of  that  society,  May,  1868, 
and  then  separately  as  a  Memoir  of  Jared  Sparks,  LL.D.,  by  Geo.  E.  Ellis,  Cambridge,  1869,  accompanied  by  two  portraits, 
one  after  an  unfinished  Stuart,  painted  in  1828 ;  the  other  the  profile  of  a  bust  taken  later,  by  Hiram  Powers,  and  "  presented 
to  Harvard  College  by  the  students  under  his  presidency."  There  is  also  a  Memoir  by  Brantz  Mayer,  Baltimore,  1869. 

Mr.  Sparks's  will  reads  as  follows :  "  My  will  further  is,  that  my  historical  manuscript  papers,  bound  in  volumes,  shall 
be  kept  together  in  a  case  by  themselves,  and  shall  become  the  property  of  my  said  son,  when  he  arrives  at  the  age  of 
twenty -one  years;  and  my  request  is  that  he  or  (in  case  of  his  death  before  he  arrives  at  the  age  of  twenty -one  years)  my  said 
wife  will  ultimately  give  them  to  the  Library  of  Harvard  College,  at  such  time  as  he  or  she  may  choose ;  or  if  such  transfer 
shall  not  be  made  before  the  death  of  my  said  wife  and  son,  then  my  will  is,  that  my  executors  shall  give  them  to  the  said 
library,  on  the  express  conditions  that  the  said  manuscripts  shall  always  be  kept  together  in  one  case,  and  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  such  persons  as  are  authorized  to  consult  books  in  said  library  under  such  rules  as  will  secure  their  safe  and  care- 
ful preservation,  and  that  no  part  of  them  shall  ever  be  allowed  to  be  taken  out  of  the  library  building."  On  July  2, 1866,  the 
Corporation  received  the  manuscripts  in  advance  of  the  deaths  of  the  legatees,  "  subject  to  the  terms  of  the  will,  the  control 
and  property  being  reserved  according  to  its  conditions  and  during  the  life  of  the  present  legatees." 


"From 
the  manuscripts  of  George  Chalmers.  Bought  in 
London,  1843."  The  title  page,  which  is  marked 
"  Thos.  Ainslie  "  in  an  upper  corner  reads  :  Journal 
of  the  most  remarkable  occurrences  in  the  Province 
of  Quebec  from  the  appearance  of  the  Rebels  in 
September,  1 775,  until  their  retreat  of  the  sixth  of 
May.  Sit  mihi  fas  audita  loqui.  VIKOIL.  1776. 

The  us.  begins  with  transactions  of  the  summer 
of  1775,  and  becomes  a  daily  record  Dec.  1.  On 
the  30th  the  story  of  an  Irish  deserter  from  the 
rebels  is  given.  A  full  account  is  given  of  the 
attack  on  the  night  following  Dec.  31st.  On  Jan.  1, 
1776,  "  Two  deserters  came  in  to-day.  On  their 
report  that  Mr.  Montgomery  is  missing,  the  dead 
bodies  were  shown  to  the  prisoners.  They  pointed 
out  their  general,"  etc.  The  last  entry  is  May  7, 
1776,  made  up  mostly  of  recapitulations  and  gen- 
eral reflections.

Endorsed  by 
Mr.  Sparks  as  The  History  of  New  England,  and 
Presented  to  me  by  William  Vaughan,  Esq.,  Lon- 
don, Dec.  2d,  1840.  It  begins  :  "  To  Mr.  Samuel 
Savill  of  Currier's  Hall,  London,  Attorney  at  law. 
Dear  Friend,  I  here  present  you  with  an  ab- 
stracted historical  Account  of  that  part  of  America 
called  New  England,  to  which  I  have  added  the 
History  of  our  Voiage  there  to  Anno  Domini 
1740."  This  is  followed  by  an  apologetic  letter 
signed  JOSEPH  BENNETT.  An  "  Introduction  "  on 
the  general  colonizing  schemes  of  the  English  fol- 
lows, and  then  comes  "  The  History  of  New  Eng- 
land in  which  is  contained  some  general  remarks 
of  what  happened  from  the  year  1620  in  the  first 
of  their  attempts  to  settle  colonies  there,  to  the 
year  1741."  The  eighteen  chapters  cover,  1,  a 
description  of  the  country ;  2,  the  earliest  settle- 
ments;  3,  indian  wars,  sectarian  disputes,  perse- 
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cut  ion  of  the  quakers ;  4,  Indians  and  the  wars 
with  them:  6,  from  King  James'  accession  to  the 
treaty  of  Utrecht,  1713;  6,  Sir  William  Phips; 

7,  divisions  and  subdivisions  of    New  England; 

8,  trades,  manufactures  and  clothing;  9,  food  and 
productions  of  the  soil ;  10,  religion,  education  and 
charities;    11,  government,   laws    and    currency; 

12,  animals   of    draught,  travel  and  diversions ; 

13,  zoology  and  meteorology;  14,  witchcraft;  15- 
18,  the  indians ;  19,  the  voyage.     (He  arrived  at 
Boston,  June  1,  1740.)

Mr.  Chalmers  was  secretary  of  the  board,  and 
this  may  have  been  the  office  record,  or  an  early 
copy.

Sir  Francis  Bernard's  Official  Papers.  Thir- 
teen folios,  bound  in  full  morocco.  Entitled  by 
Mr.  Sparks  The  Papers  of  Sir  Francis  Bernard, 
Governor  of  New  Jersey  and  afterwards  Governor 
of  Massachusetts.  Bought  in  London,  1846. 
Each  volume  has  a  chronological  index  at  the  end, 
but  the  papers  in  the  volumes  are  not  always  in 
this  order.  See  Mass.  Hist.  Soc.  Proc.  ii.,  index. 

Vol.  I.  "  Letter  books,  1758-1761,  New  Jersey, 
Massachusetts."  Begins  with  an  address  of  the 
free  towns,  and  Borough  of  Elizabeth,  Perth  Am- 
boy,  1758.  Copies  of  letters  to  and  from  Gov. 
Bernard,  in  part  respecting  Indian  troubles  on  the 
frontiers;  the  affairs  of  the  militia,  and  treaties 
and  conferences  with  the  indians.  The  letters  of 
1759  begin  on  p.  63,  and  those  of  1760  on  p.  214. 
The  drafts  are  sometimes  in  Bernard's  own  hand. 
They  include  letters  to  General  Amherst,  Gov 
ernors  Hamilton,  DeLancey,  and  Boone,  Sir  Wil- 
liam Johnson,  Col.  Peter  Schuyler,  Secretary  Pitt, 
Lord  Barrington,  and  others. 

There  are  also  letters  to  Lord  Halifax  and  the 
lords  Commissioners  for  trade  and  plantations 
during  Bernard's  New  Jersey  sojourn. 

In  April,  May  and  June,  1760,  there  are  several 
letters  to  A.  Oliver,  touching  Bernard's  transfer  to 
Massachusetts,  his  first  letter  from  Boston  being 
Aug.  7,  1760  (p.  272) ,  to  Lord  Barrington.  From 
Boston  he  wrote  to  Pitt,  Lord  Halifax,  W.  Bollan, 
Secretary  Pownall,  — the  letters  of  1761  beginning 
on  p.  285,  and  the  last  in  the  volume  bearing  date 
Aug.  17,  1761. 


Vol.  II.  "Letter  books,  1761-1763.  Mass 
chusetts."  The  first  letter  is  dated  at  Boston, 
Aug.  17,  1761.  Besides  correspondents  alreadj 
named  there  are  letters  to  the  Earl  of  Egremont, 
Cadwallader  Colden,  Brigadier  Timothy  Ruggles, 
General  Gage,  Thomas  Lechmere,  Maj.  Gen.  Bas- 
tide,  Col.  Thwing.  Most  of  the  letters,  however, 
are  to  the  Lords  of  Trade,  though  a  considerable 
number  are  addressed  to  Gen.  Amherst.  Bernar 
often  writes  from  Castle  William,  which  was 
favorite  summer  retreat  with  him.  Others  ar 
addressed  to  Governors  Hardy,  Wentworth,  Bel- 
cher, Monckton,  Fitch,  Boone,  Murray,  Popple; 
Gen.  Shirley,  Sir  Geo.  Pococke,  Jasper  Mauduit, 
R.  Jackson. 

This  volume  also  contains  various  letters  respec 
ing  a  proposition  to  found  a  new  college  in  one  of 
the  western  counties.  One  of  Bernard's  letters 
the  Earl  of  Egremont  (p.  201)  introduces  to  the 
King's  attention  the  "  small  oblation  "  of  the  Pietc 
et  Gratulatio  published  by  Harvard  College  on  his 
Majesty's  accession,  and  giving  the  reason  why  it 
had  not  been  earlier  offered.  To  one  corre- 
spondent, evidently  referring  to  the  book,  Bernard 
says:  "Perhaps  an  American  muse  may  be  as 
great  a  curiosity  as  any  the  country  affords."  Other 
letters  refer  to  the  grant  of  Mt.  Desert  island  to 
Bernard,  which  he  had  solicited. 

Several  letters  pertain  to  the  Acadians  —  one  in 
1762  forbids  any  more  to  be  landed ;  others  in  1763 
show  that  there  were  about  1100  souls  of  such  then 
in  the  province. 

Other  letters  concern  the  dislodging  of  the 
French  from  Newfoundland  in  1762.  The  last  in 
the  volume  is  Dec.  26,  1763. 

Vol.  III.  "  Letter  books,  1763-1765.  Massa- 
chusetts." The  letters  are  between  Apr.  9,  1763, 
and  July  15,  1765.  Some  new  correspondents 
appear,  Thos.  Townshend,  William  Fitzherbert, 
etc.  With  the  exception  of  a  single  letter  by 
Thomas  Gage,  Feb.  20,  1764,  the  copies  are  of 
letters  by  Bernard. 

Vol.  IV.  "Letter  books,  1765-1766.  Massa- 
chusetts." The  letters  are  between  Oct.  26,  1764, 
and  Jan.  24,  1767.  They  are  all  letters  from  .Ber- 
nard except  an  order  from  him  to  Capt.  Bradbury 
Saunders,  Commander  of  the  sloop  "Massachu- 
setts.' 

Vol.  V.  "Letter  books,  1765-1768.  Massa- 
chusetts." Letters  to  John  Pownall,  Thomas 
Pownall,  R.  Jackson,  Wm.  Fitzherbert,  W.  Ellia, 
Lord  Barrington,  Gray  Cooper,  H.  S.  Conway, 
Sir  Henry  Moore,  W.  Franklin,  Gov.  DeWindt, 
Lt.-Gov.  Jas.  Poole,  Maj.  Gen.  Gage,  Jno.  Ste- 
vens, P.  V.  Livingston,  Chas.

Vol.  VIII.  ''Letter  books,  1769-1772.  Massa- 
chusetts." This  volume  contains  letters  to  Bar- 
rington, Hillsborough.

At  p.  182  is  a  long  paper  called  "  State  of  the 
Disorders,  Confusion  and  Misgovernment  which 
have  prevailed  and  do  still  continue  to  prevail 
in  his  Majesty's  Province  of  Massachusetts  Bay 
in  America."  Mr.  Sparks  has  dated  it  "  Jan. 
1774." 

At  p.  229  is  a  "  Narrative,"  which  concerns  the 
destruction  of  tea  in  Boston  harbor,  1773.  It 
begins :  "  The  advices  received  from  Boston  in 
letters  from  Gov.  Hutchinson,  Admiral  Montagu, 
and  the  Commandant  of  the  King's  troops  at  Castle 
William,  and  the  information  taken  here  of  Capt. 
Scott,  lately  arrived  from  thence,  contain  the  fol- 
lowing facts." 

At  p.  244,  is  a  "List  of  papers  relative  to  the 
province  of  Massachusetts  bay,  selected  from  the 
papers  concerning  riots  and  tumults  in  North 
America,  laid  before  the  House  of  Lords,  from  the 
first  day  of  Jan.  1764  to  the  present  time.  [Jan.  28, 
1774?]

On  the 
24th  of  Feb.,  1783,  the  Council  voted  to  send  a  per- 
son with  a  flag  to  New  York  to  solicit  these  papers 
from  Sir  Guy  Carleton.  A  few  of  them  only  were 
found.  It  was  said  the  others  had  been  taken  to 
Charleston.  On  the  3d  of  June  following  it  is 
recorded  in  the  Journal  that  there  was  reason  to 
suppose  these  papers  had  been  removed  to  the 
island  of  Jamaica.  The  President  was  authorized 
to  take  measures  to  procure  them.  This  seems 
never  to  have  been  done." 

Then  follow  extracts  from  the  Votes  and  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  Dela- 
ware, —  a  printed  series  of  volumes,  of  which  the 
earliest  known  to  Mr.  Sparks  was  for  1762.

[distinguished  as  BIOG.  I.]  stands  at  the  head  of  the  whole 
and  has  branches  by  countries  and  places.  Under  BIOG.  I.  — 
U.  S.  [1360.85]  will  be  found  further  subdivisions  by  classes, 
as  Authors,  Congress,  Loyalists,  Poets,  Presidents,  Signers 
of  the  Declaration,  etc.,  as  well  as  the  names  of  various 
American  colleges,  collective  biographies  of  the  graduates  of 
which  are  published. 

Collective  biographies  of  Boston  men,  Massachusetts  men, 
etc.,  should  be  sought  under  BIOG.  I.  —  Boston,  BIOG.  I. — 
Mass.,  etc.,  not  under  BIOG.  I.  — U.  S. 

See  also  MILITARY  BIOGRAPHY,  and  the  branch  Biography 
under  various  classes,  such  as  LAW,  MEDICINE,  ASTRONOMY* 
PAINTING,  &c. 

COMMERCE.  The  first  subdivisions  (sections)  are  articles 
of  commerce ;  —  the  second  set  (branches)  are  countries. 
Under  COM. — U.  S-  [2180.920]  will  be  found  everything  on 
the  trade  and  commerce  of  the  country,  —  (1)  general  works, 
—  (2)  works  relating  to  particular  periods,  chronologically, — 
and  (3)  works  on  particular  parts  of  the  U.  S.  arranged 
alphabetically. 

As  related  subjects,  see  FINANCE,  MONEY,  POUT.  ECON., 
BANKS. 

ECCLESIASTICAL  HISTORY.  Everything  on  church  and 
religious  history  is  placed  here.  The  first  set  of  subdivisions 
(sections)  are  names  of  places.  (See,  therefore,  §  U.  S.,  and 
also  the  names  of  states,  cities  and  places  in  the  United 
States.) 

The  second  set  of  subdivisions  (branches)  are  the  various 
sects  and  church  organizations,  under  which  U.  S.  will  be 
found  as  a  subheading.  For  the  history  of  Congregation- 
alism in  the  U.  S.  (e.  g.)  see  ECCL.  HIST.  —Cong.  —  U.  S. 

FINANCE.  This  includes  all  questions  connected  with  rais- 
ing, keeping,  and  spending  the  public  revenue,  and  the  man- 
agement of  the  national  debt,  which  involves  the  whole  sub- 
ject of  the  currency.  The  subjects  of  tariff  on  imports,  free 
trade  and  protection  are,  of  course,  closely  connected,  but 
they  have  found  a  place  under  POL.  ECON.  and  properly 
remain  there,  as  they  involve  many  other  questions  besides 
purely  financial  ones.  The  section  Taxation  therefore  found 
here,  includes  only  Internal  Revenue. 

For  the  financial  affairs  of  cities,  see  under  HISTORY, 
§  [name  of  city]. 

BANKS,  COMMERCE,  MONEY,  and  especially  POL.  ECON., 
are  the  classes  most  nearly  related  to  this. 

GEOGRAPHY  includes  travels,  as  well  as  description  of  a 
systematic  kind  such  as  is  given  in  text-books  and  in  guide- 
books. Many  works  of  a  far  more  general  character  will  be 
found  here  also. 

At  the  end  of  the  class  is  the  branch  Voyages  [4140.9] 
where  will  be  found  description  of  travels  by  sea  under  the 
name  of  the  ocean  or  of  the  coast  visited.  Most  of  the  early 
voyages  to  America  will  be  found  here  (under  §  West  Indies, 
Amer.,  etc.).  Collections  of  voyages  (like  Hakluyt's)  are 
under  GEOG.  §— (Coll.)  [4140.02]. 


Under  GEOG.  —  Hist.  [4140.5]  will  be  found  the  sectio 
Northmen  in  America,  Chinese  in  America,  etc. 

LAW  and  LEGISLATION.  LAW  is  intended  to  include  trea- 
tises on  and  discussion  of  law  topics ;  LEGISLATION,  to  con- 
tain statute  law  and  the  proceedings  of  legislative  bodies, 
but  the  distinction  will  be  found  not  to  have  been  consistently 
followed. 

American  law  will  be  found  nnder  LAW  —  U.  S. ', 
under  Law  —  Mass.,  —  New  York, —  Ohio,  etc. 

Under  U.  8.  (and  under  the  states)  are  the  subdivisions  — 
Cases,  Constitutional,  and  Criminal,  each  with  subordina 
topics. 

LEGISLATION  includes  at  present,  besides  the  proceedings 
of  legislative  assemblies  proper,  numerous  speeches,  etc., 
which  belong  more  properly  under  POLITICS  or  FINANCE  or 
elsewhere,  according  to  their  subject,  but  they  must  be  looked 
for  here  at  present. 

HISTORY  and  POLITICS.  Under  HISTORY  belong  accounts 
of  events  present  or  past;  under  POLITICS  contemporary  dis- 
cussion of  events  and  principles.  In  each  class  the  arrange- 
ment is  chronological.  Under  POLITICS  —  U.  8.  [7740.890] 
will  be  found  (1)  general  works  on  American  politics  and 
principles  of  government.  —  (2)  [7740.890]  discussions  of 
contemporary  matters,  but  not  limited  to  a  single  topic 

(distinguished  from  the  last  by  the  addition  of  dates) 

(3)  [7740.891]  discussions  or  history  of  special  political  topics, 
such  as  Alien  and  sedition  laws,  Civil  rights,  Constitutional 
amendments,  Democratic  party,  Electoral  count,  Foreign 
relations  (with  different  countries  alphabetically),  Indians, 
Kansas,  Missouri  compromise,  etc.  —  (4)  [7740.940]  Histories 
of  American  politics,  and  political  '•reminiscences." — (5) 
[7740.941]  Organization,  including  institutions  and  methods 
of  administration,  and  bringing  together  such  headings  as 
Civil  service,  Caucus  system,  City  government,  Consular 
service,  etc.  Discussion  of  financial  questions  should  be 
looked  for  under  FINANCE  or  BANKS  ;  of  the  tariff  under 
POL.  ECON.,  of  slavery  under  SLAVERY,  and  much  that  prop- 
erly belongs  here  is  now  under  LEGISLATION. 

Political  questions  affecting  separate  states  should  be  looked 
for  under  POLITICS  —  [name  of  state],  not  under  —  U.  S. 

MILITARY  ART  —  Organization  [6095.8]  includes  every- 
thing relating  to  the  management  and  control  of  armies. 

MILITARY  HISTORY.  For  the  account  of  any  battle  see 
MIL.  HIST.  —  Battles  [6140.4],  where  it  will  be  found  in  its 
alphabetical  order.  For  any  war  see  MIL.  HIST. — Wars 
[6140.8],  under  which  head  wars  are  chronologically  ar- 
ranged. For  sieges,  see  MIL.  HIST.  —  Sieges  [6140.6]. 

Under  MIL.  HIST.  —  U.  8.  there  is  little  beside  regimental 
histories. 

MILITARY  BIOGRAPHY  is  divided  by  countries  and  contains 
collective  biographies  of  soldiers  as  well  as  lists  of  soldiers 
from  different  places.  It  also  contains  (following  these  last) 
lives  of  eminent  military  commanders,  and  in  the  case  of  the 
American  Civil  War  a  full  collection  of  the  personal  narra- 
tives of  the  war.  Individual  biography  is  of  course  also  to 
be  found  under  BIOGRAPHY. 

POLITICAL  ECONOMY  has  country  divisions  (in  its  second 
drawer)  under  which  are  brought  together  titles  on  the  gen- 
eral industrial  condition  of  the  country,  and  such  topics  as 
Free  Trade,  Labor,  Land,  Poor  relief,  Prices,  Protection, 
Shipping,  Tariff,  etc.  Purely  financial  subjects  are  under 
FINANCE. 

SLAVERY.  Here  will  be  found  general  works  on  slavery 
and  the  host  of  anti-slavery  pamphlets,  for  the  most  part 
chronologically  arranged.  Under  SLAV.  —  Biog.  are  the  bi- 
ographies of  slaves  [8700.40]  and  of  the  anti-slavery  leaders 
[8700.41]. 
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Important  country  aiid  place  divisions  will  be  found  also 
under  the  following  classes:  —

followed  immediately  by  criticisms  of  American  authors. 
The  bibliography  of  publications  on  America  is  under 
BIBLIO.  —  Hi»t.  §  America  [1340.6252]. 

CANALS.    COAL.    CUSTOMS.    DIRECTORIES. 

EDUCATION.  The  branches  here  are  (1)  Colleges,  Acade- 
mies, Scientific  schools,  Medical  schools,  etc. ;  —  (2)  Coun- 
tries and  states,  e.  g.  Germany,  U.  S.,  also  Mass.,  Conn., 
etc. ;  —  (3)  Subjects  taught,  as  geography,  music,  etc.  All 
these  are  thrown  together  in  one  alphabetical  series  under 
the  general  head.  Subdivisions  of  the  first  kind  are  natu- 
rally still  further  subdivided  by  countries. 

EXHIBITIONS.  Divided  by  countries  and  then  by  cities 
where  held. 

FREED  if  EN.  Contains  a  mass  of  pamphlet  and  other  litera- 
ture on  the  condition  of  freedmen  before  and  since  the  Civil 
War. 

HYDRAULICS.  Under  the  branches  —  Rivers  [4640.6]  and 
—  Harbors  [4640.5]  this  class  includes  works  on  river  and 
harbor  improvement.  But  see  also  §  River  and  Harbor  Im- 
provements under  POL.  ECON.  — U.  S.  [7720.945]. 

HYDROGRAPHY.  This  class  includes  sailing  directions,  coast 
pilots,  etc.  —  i.  e.  the  description  of  bodies  of  water  and  their 
coasts  with  especial  reference  to  commerce  and  navigation. 

LABORING  CLASSES.  This  has  such  subordinate  topics  as 
Hours  of  labor,  International  associations,  Strikes,  Trades 
unions,  etc. ;  also  country  divisions  for  books  on  the  condition 
of  the  laboring  classes  in  different  countries.

ORATIONS.  Fourth  of  July,  arranged  chronologically;  and 
other  similar  divisions.

SERMONS.  Sermons  on  political  topics  are  brought  to- 
gether under  SERMONS.  —  Polit.  [8500.7] .  Funeral,  Histori- 
cal, and  Biographical  sermons  will  also  be  found,  each  kind 
under  its  own  heading. 

STATISTICS.  Divided  by  countries  and  by  dates.  Vital 
[8920.9]  and  Criminal  [8920.5]  statistics  are  separated  from 
the  rest.  The  different  Censuses  are  separated  under  each 
country  from  other  statistical  works  on  that  country. 

TREATIES.  I.  Collections :  (a)  General,  (b)  In  regard  to 
one  question  or  country.  (6)  Between  one  countrf  and  any 
number  of  other  countries. 

II.  Single  treaties,  alphabetically  arranged  by  the  com- 
monly used  name  or  by  the  name,  of  one  of  the  countries  (the 
first  in  alphabetical  sequence,  except  that  all  treaties  with 
the  United  States  are  under  U.  S.,  and  all  with  Great  Britain 
are  under  Gr.  Brit.,  except  such  as  are  under  U.  S.). 

UNITED  STATES  DOCUMENTS.  A  few  words  in  addition  in 
regard  to  the  chief  collections  of  documentary  matter  will  not 
be  out  of  place. 

Congressional  Documents.  These  are  now  published  in 
eight  different  series  for  each  session  of  Congress,  four  by  the 
Senate,  viz. :  Journal,  Executive  documents,  Miscellaneous 
documents,  and  Reports;  and  four  by  the  House  with  the 
•ame  titles :  Journal,  Executive  documents,  Miscellaneous 


documents,  and  Reports.  As  arranged  on  our  shelves  the 
whole  of  each  session  is  kept  together,  and  .the"  eight  series.of 
volumes  arranged  in  the  order  given  above.  In  earlier'years 
the  documents  were  published  with  less  system,  the  titles 
vary  from  year  to  year  and  all  sets  are.  necessarily  incom- 
plete. Our  volumes,  over  2200  in  number,  will  be  found  on 
the  first  floor  of  the  Stack  rows  17-20.  The  shelf-mark  is  U.  8. 
Doc.  [followed  by  a  number]. 

Indexes.  A  complete  "  Descriptive  catalogue  of  govern- 
ment publications  "  [D.  R.  3.55*]  has  recently  been  issued 
covering  the  years  1774-1881.  The  titles  in  this'are  arranged 
chronologically  and  an  index  of  subjects  is  provided.  A  con- 
venient index  to  the  documents  of  public  interest  from  1823- 
1863  is  given  in  the  Boston  Public  Library  Catalogue,  p.  815, 
and  Supplement,  p.  647.  Other  partial  indexes  will  be  found 
on  the  shelf  by  the  side  of  the  Descriptive  Catalogue. 

Documents  before  1823  can  be  most  easily  consulted  in  the 
"  American  State  Papers,"  38  vols.  folio,  published  1832-61 
[shelves  5381 , 5391 ,  and  6391  ] .  In  this  republication  the  docu- 
ments are  classified  by  subjects  and  the  whole  provided  with 
complete  indexes.  In  some  departments  this  series  comes 
down  as  late  as  1859. 

An  octavo  collection  of  "  State  Papers  "  covering  the  years 
1789-1818  [shelf  5392]  was  also  published  by  T.  B.  Wait, 
which  is  confined  to  foreign  affairs. 

Forces'  American  Archives  [shelves  6361  and  6381]  give 
abundant  documents,  letters,  etc.,  both  English  and  American 
for  the  period,  1774-1776. 

The  Papers  relating  to  Foreign  Relations  from  1870-1885 
are  on  shelf  6385 ;  the  "  Diplomatic  correspondence  "  of  earlier 
years  will  usually  be  found  in  the  1st  vol.  of  the  House  Exec. 
Doc.  or  the  Senate  Exec.  Doc. 

The  Journals  of  Congress  in  its  earlier  years  have  been 
several  times  reprinted.  [U.  S.  Doc.  201-211.]  The  Jour- 
nals of  later  years  are  in  the  general  collection  of  Documents, 
each  vol.  with  the  documents  of  its  own  session.  The  Jour- 
nals from  1774  to  1788  are  reserved  in  alcove  9.  See  also  the 
"Secret  Journals  of  Congress,"  1775-1788  [U.S.  Doc.  205].

MEETING  OF  JANUARY  11,  1887.  —  Voted,  to  authorize  the  publication  by  Messrs.  CHARLES  SCRIBNERS' 
SONS  of  a  memorial  edition  of  Professor  SOPHOCLES'  "Greek  Lexicon  of  the  Roman  and  Byzantine 
Periods,"  and  to  entrust  the  whole  matter  to  Professor  JOSEPH  HENRY  THAYER. 

A  petition  was  received  from  the  Directors  of  the  Harvard  Dining  Association  asking  for  a  reduction 
of  the  rate  of  interest  charged  upon  the  debt  of  the  Association  to  the  College,  and  it  was 

Voted,  that  no  reduction  be  made,  as  the  present  rate  of  interest  seems  to  this  Board  to  be  reasonable, 
considering  the  nature  of  the  debt  and  the  security  therefor. 

Voted,  that  the  thanks  of  the  President  and  Fellows  be  sent  to  Mrs.  J.  LAWRENCE  SMITH  for  her 
interesting  and  valuable  gift  to  the  University  of  the  decorations  and  medals  which  belonged  to  her 
husband,  the  late  Professor  J.  LAWRENCE  SMITH,  and  which  have  been  placed  in  their  silver  frame  in 
the  cabinet  which  contains  the  larger  meteorites  from  the  collection  of  Professor  SMITH. 

Voted,  that  portraits  which  may  be  accepted  by  the  College  to  be  placed  in  Memorial  Hall,  shall  be 
accepted  subject  to  the  condition  that  at  the  discretion  of  the  President  and  Fellows  they  may  be  placed 
elsewhere,  when  the  space  shall  have  become  insufficient  for  the  portraits  most  appropriate  to  the  Hall. 

A  letter  was  received  from  Messrs.  E.  R.  HOAR,  CHARLES  HENRY  PARKER,  and  CHARLES  R.  CODMAN 
suggesting  that  a  portrait  of  the  late  AMOS  A.  LAWRENCE  should  be  placed  in  Memorial  Hall,  and  it  was 

Voted,  that  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  confer  with  the  Rev.  WILLIAM  LAWRENCE  in  relation  to  the 
matter. 

Voted,  that  tuition  and  laboratory  fees  for  half-courses  in  Chemistry,  Physics,  and  Natural  History  be 
charged  at  one  half  the  regular  rate  for  a  full  course  in  the  same  subject. 

MEETING  OF  JANUARY  24,  1887.  —  The  Treasurer  reported  an  anonymous  gift  of  $500,  received 
through  Professor  GOODALE  for  horticultural  experiments  and  exhibitions  in  the  Botanical  Department, 
and  the  same  was  gratefully  accepted. 

Voted,  that  the  thanks  of  the  President  and  Fellows  be  sent  to  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  Promoting 
Agriculture  for  their  gift  of  $1000  to  be  used  towards  the  salary  of  Mr.  SERENO  WATSON,  as  Curator  of 
the  Herbarium  for  the  current  academic  year. 

The  Treasurer  reported  that  he  had  received  the  sum  of  $4785.89  as  the  final  payment  of  principal 
for  the  GEORGE  B.  DORR  Fund,  and  it  was 

Voted,  that  the  thanks  of  the  President  and  Fellows  be  sent  to  the  Rev.  EDMUND  F.  SLAFTER,  the 
Executor  of  Mr.  DORR,  for  the  careful  and  considerate  manner  in  which  he  has  carried  out  Mr.  DORR'S 
wishes  for  the  benefit  of  the  College. 

Voted,  to  establish  the  Paine  Professorship  of  Practical  Astronomy. 

Voted,  to  communicate  this  vote  to  the  Board  of  Overseers  that  they  may  consent  thereto  if  they  see  fit. 

Voted,  to  appoint  FRANK  BOLLES,  LL.B.,  Secretary  of  Harvard  University  from  April  1,  1887. 

Voted,  to  appoint  JOHN  SHAW  BILLINGS,  M.D.,  LL.D.,  Lecturer  on  the  History  of  Medicine  for  the 
current  academic  year. 

The  resignation  of  Assistant  Professor  Louis  DYER  was  accepted  to  take  effect  September  1,  1887. 

Voted,  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Professor  of  Greek,  to  serve  from  September  1,  1887;  where- 
upon, ballots  being  given  in,  it  appeared  that  JOHN  HENRY  WRIGHT,  A.M.,  was  elected. 

Voted,  to  communicate  this  election  to  the  Board  of  Overseers  that  they  may  consent  thereto  if  they 
see  fit. 

Mr.  PARKMAN  was  chosen  by  ballot  to  be  Chairman  of  the  Board  during  the  absence  of  the  President. 

Voted,  that  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  inform  the  Board  of  Overseers  that  Mr.  PARKMAN  has  been 
chosen  to  act  as  Chairman  of  this  Board  during  the  absence  of  the  President. 
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MEETING  OF  FEBRUARY  28,  1887.  —  Voted,  that  the  bequest  of  the  late  HENRY  GASSETT,  of  Dor- 
chester, be  gratefully  accepted  on  the  terms  named  in  his  will,  as  follows  :  — 

"  To  the  Treasurer  of  Harvard  University  in  Trust,  $1000  to  be  safely  invested  and  the  annual  income 
to  be  paid  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Class  of  1834,  in  assistance  of  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Class  as  long 
as  any  survive.  When  no  income  is  required  for  this  purpose,  I  give  the  amount  to  a  Scholarship  of  the 
Class  of  1834."

Voted,  that  the  gift  of  $100  from  JOHN  O.  SARGENT,  Esq.,  of  New  York,  for  the  best  metrical  trans- 
lation of  a  lyric  poem  of  Horace,  to  be  awarded  in  1886-87,  be  gratefully  accepted. 

The  Treasurer  reported  the  annual  gift  from  an  anonymous  friend  of  $500  to  increase  the  salary  of 
the  Professor  of  Entomology. 

Voted,  that  the  gift  of  $100  from  Mrs.  S.  D.  WARREN,  received  through  Professor  GOODALE  for  the 
present  use  of  the  Botanic  Garden,  be  gratefully  accepted  and  that  the  thanks  of  the  President  and  Fel- 
lows therefor  be  sent  to  Mrs.  WARREN. 

Voted,  that  the  sum  of  $503.36,  given  by  members  of  the  Class  of  1867  to  be  added  to  the  Class  of  1867 
Scholarship  which  was  established  by  Mr.  SAMUEL  HOAR,  be  gratefully  accepted  and  that  the  Treasurer 
be  requested  to  make  suitable  acknowledgment  therefor. 

The  Treasurer  reported  that  he  had  received  from  ROBERT  TREAT  PAINE,  Esq.,  the  sum  of  $10,000 
to  found  the  Robert  Treat  Paine  Fellowship  of  Social  Science ;  and  it  was  thereupon  Voted,  that  Mr. 
PAINE'S  gift  be  gratefully  accepted  on  the  terms  named  in  his  letter.

The  Treasurer  reported  a  gift  of  $100,  received  through  Assistant  Professor  TAUSSIG  from  a  member 
of  the  Class  of  1879,  in  aid  of  the  library  of  the  Political  Economy  Department,  and  the  same  was  grate- 
fully accepted. 

The  Treasurer  reported  a  gift  of  $1000  from  Miss  ANNA  C.  LOWELL  to  be  added  to  the  Lowell  Fund 
for  a  Botanic  Garden,  and  it  was 

Voted,  that  the  thanks  of  the  President  and  Fellows  be  sent  to  Miss  LOWELL  for  her  generous  gift, 
made  in  remembrance  of  her  father's  active  interest  in  the  Garden  and  of  her  own  frequent  visits  there 
with  him  as  a  child. 

The  Treasurer  reported  that  he  had  received  from  Hon.  WILLIAM  G.  RUSSELL  and  JAMES  B.  FRANCIS, 
Esq.,  as  Trustees  under  the  Will  of  the  late  URIAH  A.  BOYDEN,  real  estate,  securities  and  cash  to  the 
value  of  more  than  two  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

Voted,  to  appoint  WILLIAM  H.  PICKERING  as  Assistant  in  the  Astronomical  Observatory  from  March  1, 
1887. 

The  resignation  of  FREDERICK  BRADLEY,  D.M.D.,  as  Demonstrator  of  Operative  Dentistry  was 
accepted. 

Voted,  to  appoint  WILLIAM  HENRY  POTTER,  A.B..  D.M.D.,  Demonstrator  of  Operative  Dentistry  for 
the  remainder  of  the  current  academic  year. 

Voted,  that  the  thanks  of  the  President  and  Fellows  be  sent  to  Dr.  GEORGE  WATT  for  his  services  in 
selecting  the  specimens  of  vegetable  products  given  by  the  Government  of  India. 

Voted,  that  the  thanks  of  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College  be  sent  to  the  Government  of 
India  for  the  gift  of  specimens  illustrating  the  economic  botany  of  India. 

The  Treasurer  having  reported  that  he  had  already  received  $2275  from  SAMUEL  S.  SHAW  and  others 
as  part  of  the  Fund  of  the  Class  of  1853,  it  was  Voted,  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  to  receive  the  Class 
Fund  of  the  Class  of  1853,  to  be  held  as  the  property  of  Harvard  College  on  the  following  terms  :  — 

First,  —  A  separate  account  shall  be  kept  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  College  with  the  Fund  of  the  Class 
of  1853,  which  account  shall  be  credited  with  the  sum  above  named  and  with  such  other  sums  as  may  be 
added  thereto  from  time  to  time  by  said  Class  or  any  other  person,  in  amounts  of  not  less  than  $100  each. 
Upon- the  death  of  the  last  surviving  member  of  the  said  Class,  or  at  any  previous  time  upon  the  written 
request  of  the  majority  of  the  then  surviving  members  of  the  Class,  the  above  named  account  shall  be 
closed  and  the  amount  then  credited  thereto,  including  accumulated  income,  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
account  of  the  Class  Subscription  Fund,  the  income  of  which  is  devoted  to  the  general  purposes  of  the 
College. 
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Second,  —  Until  said  account  shall  be  closed  as  above  provided,  the  amount  standing  to  the  credit  of 
its  capital  account  shall  be  invested  either  by  deposit  with  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Co. 
or  by  sharing  with  other  Funds  in  the  "  general  investments  "  of  the  College,  or  otherwise  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  President  and  Fellows,  —  it  being  understood  that  the  first  investment  is  to  be  by  deposit  with 
the  said  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Co.  for  the  term  of  five  years,  and  that  investment  with 
the  "  general  investments  "  of  the  College  shall  not  be  made  until  it  can  be  made  without  disadvantage  to 
the  other  funds. 

Third,  —  The  income  received  from  the  investment  for  the  Fund  of  the  Class  of  1853  shall  annually 
be  credited  to  the  account  of  said  Fund,  and  the  amount  so  credited  shall  be  payable  on  demand  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Class,  whose  receipt  therefor  shall  be  a  full  discharge  to  the  President  and  Fellows  for 
all  sums  paid  to  him.  The  Class  Sectetary  shall  not  call  for  money  oftener  than  once  a  year,  unless  with 
the  consent  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  College,  and  he  can  then  draw  out  all  money  standing  to  the  credit 
of  income  of  the  Class  Fund,  including  any  unexpended  balance  of  income  of  former  years.  No  interest 
shall  be  allowed  by  the  College  on  any  balance  of  income.  If  at  any  time  there  shall  be  no  Secretary  of 
the  Class  of  1853  known  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  College,  or  if  for  any  reason  it  shall  be  more  convenient 
to  the  said  Treasurer  to  make  payment  to  some  other  member  of  the  Class  who  shall  be  willing  to 
receive  it,  payment  t»f  income  to  any  member  or  members  of  the  Class  of  1853  shall  be  a  full 
discharge  therefor  to  the  President  and  Fellows,  who  shall  have  no  responsibility  for  the  application  of 
the  money. 

Fourth,  —  If  at  any  time  the  President  and  Fellows  shall  incur  any  loss  or  outlay  of  capital  or  of 
income,  on  account  of  the  said  Fund,  by  reason  of  failure  of  investments,  taxation,  or  other  charges  or 
expenses,  equitable  allowance  may  at  the  discretion  of  said  President  and  Fellows  be  made  therefor  out 
of  the  principal  or  income  of  the  said  Fund. 

MEETING  OF  MARCH  14,  1887.  —  Mr.  PARKMAN  resigned  the  office  of  Chairman  of  the  Board,  as  the 
state  of  his  health  obliges  him  to  go  to  Europe.  Mr.  BRIMMER  was  thereupon  chosen  to  be  Chairman  of 
the  Board  during  the  absence  of  the  President. 

Voted,  to  grant  leave  of  absence  to  Professor  CLEMENT  L.  SMITH  from  October  15,  1887,  to  the  end  of 
the  academic  year  1887-88,  in  accordance  with  the  rules  established  by  this  Board  May  31,  1880. 

MEETING  or  MARCH  28,  1887.  — The  Treasurer  reported  the  receipt  from  the  Executors  of  the  late 
Rev.  DANIEL  AUSTIN  of  $90,  being  9%  additional  of  his  bequest  for  the  Divinity  School ;  and  $630,  being 
9%  additional  of  his  bequest  for  College  purposes ;  and  also  the  receipt  of  $350  additional  from  SAMUEL 
S.  SHAW,  Trustee,  for  the  Fund  of  the  Class  of  1853. 

Voted,  that  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College  hereby  accept  the  testamentary  gift  made 
to  said  Corporation  by  the  late  E.  PRICE  GREENLEAF  upon  the  trusts  and  subject  to  the  terms  in  the  Will 
of  said  testator  expressed. 

Voted,  to  appoint  WILLIAM  AMORY  GARDNER,  A.B.,  Instructor  in  Greek  from  the  April  recess  to  the 
end  of  the  current  academic  year. 

The  President  and  Faculty  and  Alumni  of  Columbia  College  having  invited  Harvard  University  to  be 
present  by  a  delegate  at  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Revival  and  Confirmation  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  State  of  New  York  of  the  Royal  Charter  granted  in  1754,  it  was 

Voted,  that  the  invitation  be  cordially  accepted  and  that  Professor  CHARLES  FRANKLIN  DUNBAR  be 
requested  to  serve  as  the  delegate  of  the  University  for  the  occasion. 

A  letter  was  read  from  BAYARD  TUCKERMAN,  Esq.,  asking  leave  to  place  in  Memorial  Hall  a  window 
to  the  memory  of  JOSEPH  TUCKERMAN,  D.D.,  of  the  Class  of  1798 ;  and  the  Treasurer  was  requested  to 
say  to  Mr.  Tuckerman  that  the  vacant  window  spaces  in  Memorial  Hall  are  so  few  that  they  must  all 
be  reserved  for  Class  Windows,  and  memorials  relating  to  the  War  or  to  persons  having  peculiar  relations 
to  the  University  as  officers  or  otherwise.

HOAR  towards  the  creation  of  a  permanent  fund  for  the  support  of  the  present  voluntary  system  of 
religious  services  in  Harvard  College,  and  expressing  the  hope  that  other  gifts  may  be  made  for  the  same 
purpose  to  constitute  a  considerable  endowment ;  and  it  was  thereupon

The  following  list  has  been  prepared  from  a  card-catalogue  of  authors  used  in  indexing  the  species  of  fungi  found  in  the 
United  States  and  the  northern  parts  of  North  America.  The  list  does  not  include  works  on  Schizomycetea,  as  that  group  is 
now  studied  principally  by  specialists,  and  includes  forms  the  greater  part  of  which  belong  rather  to  the  department  of  medi- 
cine than  to  botany  proper,  and  the  literature  of  the  subject  is  already  well  indexed  elsewhere.  The  present  list  aims  to 
include  mainly  works  of  greater  or  less  value  to  working  botanists,  and  it  would  be  difficult  and,  perhaps,  unnecessary  to  add 
ihe  very  large  number  of  papers  of  a  popular  and  indefinite  character  relating  to  fungi  not  specifically  named  which  are  scat- 
tered through  the  various  agricultural,  horticultural,  and  other  journals.  Neither  has  it  been  thought  best  to  enumerate  the 
general  and,  to  botanists,  well-known  treatises  which  include  fungi  as  well  as  other  orders  of  plants,  unless  special  reference  is 
made  to  North  American  species,  or  unless  they  contain  figures  of  our  species  not  easily  found  elsewhere.  As  it  is,  the  pres- 
ent list,  which  is  the  first  of  the  kind  yet  published,  will  show  that  the  general  belief  of  botanists  not  specially  studying  the 
subject  that  very  little  has  been  written  on  North  American  mycology  is  by  no  means  correct  The  means  for  obtaining  good 
summaries  of  the  current  literature  have,  within  the  last  few  years,  been  much  improved ;  and,  in  order  to  complete  the  record 
of  the  past  as  far  as  possible,  botanists  are  requested  to  send  corrections  of  and  additions  to  the  present  jist,  which  may  be 
issued  in  a  supplement.  Thanks  are  due  to  a  number  of  authors  who  have  kindly  consented  to  revise  the  list  of  their  works 
for  publication. 

Where  the  pages  of  reprints  difier  from  the  original  they  are  put  in  parenthesis.  The  dates  after  authors'  names  indicate 
the  date  of  birth,  and  death  is  indicated  by  a  cross  (f).
